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GOULD'S POLITICAL TRICKS 


BROOME COUNTY AWAKE AND IN- 
DIGNANT. 
ADMINISTRATION MEN USING LOCAL PRIDE 
TO FOSTER THE GOULD-CONKLING 
PLANS—THE POPULARITY OF GEN. ROB- 
INSON—CORNELL THE PEOPLE’S SEC- 

OND CHOICE. 


, Brnenamton, Sept. 4.—A vanety of local 
faterests tends to make the political situation 
in Broome County a complicated one. The 
Administration has a handful of supporters in 
Binghamton. In the 15 county towns it has 
none at all, and the Binghamton coterie is de- 
pended upon to manipulate their organizations 
in the Administration’s interest. This coterie 
comprises the wealthiest and the most active 
of the Republican politicians of Binghamton. 
At its head is ex-State Senator Edwin G. Hal- 
bert. His associates include the Postmaster, 
Col. George W. Dunn; the Internal Revenue 
Collector, Mr. Benjamin Devoe; County 
Treasurer David L. Brownson, Mr. S. C. Mil- 
lard, and Mr. C. M. Dickinson, editor of the 
Republican, which is anti-Cornell in its senti- 
ments. Broome is one of the counties which 
was devoted to Gen. Garfield’s interests. His 
friends have shown a disposition to let by- 
gones be bygones. Their good intentions, 
however, have been continually thwarted,,not 
openly, itis true, but thwarted ali the same, 
by the faction which includes the above men- 
tioned gentlemen. The feeling promises to be 
revived in all its bitterness by the known effort 
which those gentlemen are making to secure an 
Administration delegation to Saratoga. The 
struggle for Congressman from this Twenty- 
eighth District is attracting more attention 
even than that for Governor. The rank and 
file of the party is likely to lose sight of all 
other questions, and thig fact is being taken 
advantage of by the Administration coterie to 
quietly capture Saratoga delegates. They will 
make concessions in every casein which a local 
Office is involved to carry their point. They 
are playing a sbrewd game, which is not gen- 
erally understood in the country districts. As 
an instance of it may be mentioned their ad- 
vocacy of the claims of Gen. John C. Robin- 
son for the Gubernatorial delegation. Gen. 
Robinson’s soldier friends have long been en- 
thusiastic over his candidacy for the office of 
Governor. He has popularity outside of the 
Grand Army posts. The General lost a leg 
while leading a charge at Spottsylvania Court- 
house, and the people of Broome are not un- 
mindful that his war record has brought credit 
upon their county. Local pride is such 
here in Binghamton that members of both 
parties desire his name to be brought forward 
at Saratoga. The Administration coterie 
have been shrewd enough to recognize this 
fact and to use it to promote their own selfish 
purposes. As a part of the Administration 
Scheme which is being worked in the State 
generally, they will support a local candidate 
and endeavor to secure delegates nominally in 
his interest. Robinson’s 
name is being urged as the Broome candidate 
for Governor. 


For this reason Gen. 


On the other hand, Gen. Gar- 
field’s friends sympathize with a movement 
which Robinson’s name promi- 
nence. There is this difference between the 
sympathies of the two factions, as the soldiers 
will soon enough discover. In the case of 
Gen. Garfield’s friends it is genuine; in that of 
the Administration coterie it is insincere. The 
latter can hardly keep straight faces when 
they talk of it, and they are quietly talking up 
Folger. There may be less Folger talk from this 
time on, for word has reached Binghamton 
that Mr. Folger may not after all be Mr. 
Conkling’s candidate. It is the opinion of dis- 
interested observers that the Administration 
coterie are makipg a fool of the soldier ele- 
ment and of those citizens who are sincere in 
their advocacy of Gen. Robinson’s candidacy. 
While the Repubiican sentiment of Broome 
as a matter of pride would naturally pitch 
upon Gen. Robinson as its first choice, it is 
honestly for Gov. Cornell as second choice. 
Gen. Garfield’s friends say this and they pre- 
dict that this will be proved if Repubiicans 
throughout the county will attend the caucuses 
which are to be held this week. The idea of 
the Administration capturing a State delega- 
tion in a strong anti-Administration county 
creates indignation wherever it is made known 
that this is the grand scheme of Mr. Conkling’s 
friends. It has been asserted that rewards 
await those who participate in it if the scheme 
is successtul, The name of ex-Senator Hal- 
bert is already mentioned privately in con- 
nection with the office of Surveyor of the 
Port of New-York. Six delegates will go to 
Saratoga from Broome, They will be selected 
on the 12th inst. at a convention to be held in 
this city, which will be composed of 105 mem- 
bers. Of these, 15 represent the city of Bing- 
hamton, while the 15 county towns will each 
be represented by 6. If the Administration’s 
adberents can trick the country Republicans 
this week they will control the convention and 
select a Saratoga delegation which will give 
Gen. Robinson a complimentary vote and then 
abandon him for an out-and-out Administra- 
tion candidate, be he Judge Folger or any- 
body else. The position of other opponents, 
as outlined by one of the most prominent men 
among them, is this: ‘“ We are alive to the 
necessity of Republicans going to the caucuses 
and there giving expression to their sentiments. 
We shall without a doubt, if we are successful, 
seni a deijiegation which will support Gen. 
Robinson so long as there is a chance of his re- 
reiving the nomination. Broome County’s 
honest sentiment is opposed to having an Ad- 
ministration candidate foisted upon the party. 
We shall endeavor to represent that sentiment 
by voting against such a candidate. There is 
no doubt inmy own mind that the candidate 
whom we shall support next to Gen. Robinson 
is Gov. Cornell. The farming classes particu- 
Jarly are favorable to Gov. Cornell. ‘They 
have been prosperous during his Administra- 
tion. Thev have received what they desired 
in the way of legislation relating to oleomar- 
arine. They recognize the economy that has 
een displayed in State expenditures, and they 
are generally very well satisfied with the Gov- 
ernor’s course. The impression seems to be 
growing that the stories against the Governor 
were gotten up by Jay Gould for no other pur- 
ose than to kill him off as a candidate,” 
The mention of Jay Gould’s namein Broome 
County revives bitter memories. Years ago, 
when Jim Fisk and Jay Geuld controlled the 
Erie Railroad, they made the attempt to steal 
the Albany and Susquehanna Railroad, which 
connects Binghamton with the State capital. 
Gould at that time made himself obnoxious to 
the Republican Party by his efforts to control 
it through a Senator and an Assemblyman 
representing this portion of the State. Passes 
over the Erie Railroad were distributed 
‘with a generous hand, and it was 
sought to influence railroad emploves 
against the party. ‘The railroad war 
grew so fierce that the Militia had to be called 
out, Gould’s armed men took up a position at 
the tunnel through which the Albany and Sus- 
quehanna Railroad enters this vailey, and for 
a long time defied the local authorities. In the 
end the Gould clique was beaten. But the 
impression then created of Gould has never 
changed. He was regarded asa thief, and his 
subsequent operations have confirmed the im- 
‘pression. Men in Binghamton speak of him 
as a moral leper, and are startled at the idea of 
his controlling a portion of the Republican Par- 
ty through ex-Senator Conkling. The Bingham- 
ton friends of Mr, Conkling express regret that 
he has entered the service of Jay Gould. They 
candidly admit that the man who tainted 
Judge Westbrook and Judge Barnard by his 
affiliations with them must injure the ex- 
Senator in the estimation of thoughtful men 
in a community. Knowing Jay Gould as well 
as it does, it cannot be truthfully said that his 
charges agsinst Gov. Cornell have weight 
among Broome County Republicans. The 
Administration’s friends have sought to give 
them gravity by discussing them in a very 
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serious tone, But all interest in them has 
died out. Something more rational must be 
resented to the mind of Binghamton, at 
east to convince it that Jay Gould is the un- 
sophisticated gentleman that his charges 
make him. 

Broome is a strong Republican county. It 
gave Gen. Garfield something like 1,700 major- 
ity. ‘‘Do yeu think Gov. Cornell would make 
a good run in this county?’ was asked a gen- 
tleman who is not an Administration man, 
nor @ warm admirer of the Governor, 
either. ‘J think his majority in Broome 
would be about 1,300. There will be many 
Democrats back on the hills who will vote for 
Gov. Cornell if he is nominated.” He was 
asked about Judge Folger’s chances. ‘'I would 
not gat gs that he would be beaten in Broome, 
but I will say that I believe he would receive 
the smallest majority that any Republican 
candidate for Governor ever received here.”’ 
The strength of Mr. Wadsworth in Broome is 
not sufficient to exert itself in any organized 
effort in his behalf. One must travel further 
west in the State to encounter Wadsworth’s 
organizations. Those who are friendly to Mr. 
Wadsworth hereabout say they desire to see 
Wadsworth delegates vote for Mr. Cornell 
rather than an Administration candidate 
should be permitted to capture the nomination, 
Thoughtful and conservative members of the 
party say that a Cornell and Wadsworth tick- 
et would sweep the State like wildfire. 

For Congressman, to succeed Mr. Jeremiah 
W. Dwight, of Tompkins County, there are 
several names mentioned. The district in- 
cludes the Counties of Broome, Tioga, ex-Sen- 
ator T. C. Platt’s cqunty; Schuyler and 
Tompkins, the latter being the county in which 
Gov. Cornell wasreared. The Republican ma- 
jority of the district is about 3,000, and, of 
course, the candidate who secures the nomina- 
tion is pretty apt to be elected. Schuyler, 
which is always spoken of asa peculiar Re- 
publican county, has a candidate in the person 
of Judge Hurd. At this distance, Tompkins 
is credited with being satisfied to give any 
one of the other three counties the Congress- 
man, for Mr. Dwight is now serving his third 
term. Broome hastwo candidates, Mr. S. C. 
Millard and Mr. E. K. Clark, who is Chair- 
man of the Republican county organization 
and is a pronounced anti-Administration man. 
Mr, Millard will depend upon his own popu- 
larity, his Administration friends, and the ef- 
forts of ex-Senator Platt to secure the coveted 
honor. It is known that Mr. Platt is makinga 
atrong effort to regain his old position on the 
State Committee from this district, and, in 
the language of his opponents, is ‘‘ work- 
ing Broome and Tioga for all they are 
worth.” Brooms repudiated him last year, 
and unless her delegates misrepresent the 
wishes of a majority of their Republican asso- 
ciates will do the same thing this year. Tioga 
is expected to favor Mr. Platt, for he has rail- 
road and other business interests in that coun- 
ty which have always proved valuable to him 
in his political aspirations, Mr. Clark has 
many friends in Broome and in Tompkins 
Counties. The canvass between the two Broome 
County candidates is being conducted with 
considerable spirit. Schuyler expects a com- 
— to be made upon Judge Hurd eventu- 
ally. 

Broome was misrepresented in the Assem- 
bly last Winter by Francis B. Smith, a Dem- 
ocratic lawyer of Union Township. He isa 
candidate again this year. It is remembered 
to his discredit that he voted to whitewash 
Judge Westbrook after it was shown that that 
official was a tool of Jay Gould, and that he 
also voted in favor of the Elevated Railroad 
Tax bill, which Gov. Cornell vetoed, and be- 
cause of which veto Jay Gould is taking such 
an active interest in defeating his renomina- 
tion. Mr. Smith was frequently seen in Stan- 
wix Hall, Albany, in the company of a noto- 
rious lobbyist, last Winter. He explains the fact 
by saying that the man is a relative of his who 
conversed with him about other relatives 
down in Broome. Itisa curious coincidence 
that the man’s interest in his Broome County 
relatives was most active at the time that the 
Westbrook investigation was nearing its close, 
and the committee of which Mr. Smith wasa 
member was preparing its report on the West- 
brook matter. It is safe to sav that Mr. Smith 
will not again represent Broome in the Legis- 
lature. The Republicans will send a Repub- 
lican to the Assembly, and they only regret 
that they had not done this last Winter in- 
stead of permitting their indifference to oper- 
ate to the disadvantage of their own candi- 
date, Some new man will be their choice this 
Fall. 

Among the Democrats of Binghamton and 
this section generally a Flower boom has been 
very industriously worked up by Mr. J. C. 
Truman, the Democratic State Committeeman 
of this district. The name of Mr. Olcott is 
feebly mentioned, but Mr. Flower has the lead 
in the race. ‘* Flower and Hull is to be the 
coming Democratic ticket if prominent Demo- 
crats hereabout can control the sentiment of 
the Syracuse Convention. Mr. Hill is the 
Mayor of Syracuse. Enthusiastic as some of 
the Democrats are for such a ticket, they ad- 
moit that the candidacy of Gov. Cornell will 
draw many Democratic voters away from it 
up among the hills, 
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A BLACK EYE FOR THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION. 
CONKLING, GOULD & CO. BEATEN IN ONE OF 
THEIR ‘‘ FIXED’? STRONGHOLDS. 
Utica, Sept. 5.—The Third Oneida Dis- 
trict Republican Convention held here to-day 
gave the Administration a very black eye. By 
a vote of 26 to 22 it elected five firm Wads- 
worth delegates to Saratoga: Henry Mc- 
Closkey, J. N. Conant, A. T. Woodruff, 
William Anderson, John R. Pugh; alternates 
(all of the same faith)\—Samuel Johnson, 
Thomas D, Roberts, William Biddlecome, 
James Evans, John P. Mattson. The Third 
District is composed of the First and Second 
Wards of Utica and 15 towns, including such 
Republican strongholds as Boonville, Trenton, 
and Remsen. Strenuous efforts were made by 
the Arthur-Conkling Stalwarts to control the 
convention. ‘Their workers traversed the 
towns, and did their best to fix the caucuses, 
To-day Postmaster Stevens, Collector James 
Armstrong, of the Spartan Band, and 
W. 4H. Comstock, who has a_ ‘‘306” 
medal, were in command, assisted by 
attachés of the revenue and Post Offices. Canal 
Appraiser Dennison, with Division Superin- 
tendents Savery and Samuel Ferguson, were 
on the scene, but they did not seem distressed 
at the result, which, though not a triumph for 
Gov. Cornell, was asquare defeat of the Stal- 
wart programme, which was to send to Sara- 
toga five Folger delegates. The Stalwarts are 
much chagrined over their defeat in the dis- 
trict in which the offices of the President’s 
new Internal Revenue Collector and new Post- 
master are situated, and in which resides 
** Judge’? W. H. Comstock, the new general- 
issimo of the Conkling forces. 
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MORE CORNELL DELEGATES. 
Oswer@o, Sept. 5.—The Second District 
elected the following delegates to Saratoga, 
who are uninstructed, but the majority of 


them are for Cornell: Byron Helm, 8. C. 
Huntington, Jr., T. M. Costello, F. David, T. 
W. Green, A. L. Sampson. Congressional 
delegates were elected favorable to N. W. 
Nutting, which secures his nomination for 
Congress. Byron Helm was nominated for 
the Assembly. 


MONROE COUNTY DELEGATES. 
Rocuester, N. Y., Sept. 5.—The Second 
District of Monroe County to-day chose the 
following delegates to the Republican Conven- 
tion at Saratoga: John M. Davy, C. R. Pratt, 


W. N. Cogswell, J Be ore Erbelding, J. Breck 
Perkins, Charles H. Babcock, at Thomas A. 
Raymond. A motion to instruct for Cornell 
was lost.

NEVADA REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES. 

Reno, Neyv., Sept. 5.—The Republican 
State Convention met at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The platform adopted refers to the his- 
tory of the party and indorses President 
Arthur. It calls for the enforcement of the 
anti-Chinese laws, and promises to defend the 
public school system from sectarian influences. 
The railroad plank demands from Congress 
such legislation as will place the people of 
Nevada on terms of equality, in respect to 


transportation charges, with communities spe- 
cially favored by railroad monopolies, and 

ledges the party of Nevada to such acourse of 
egislation as will extend to railroads, and all 
other corporations doing business in the State, 
the same protection and the same rights before 
the law as are accorded to individuals; no 
more, no less. It calls for posta! telegraph ser- 
vice, and for silver coinage to be placed on 
the same basis as gold: for laws to secure the 
purification of the jury box; to reduce the 
State expenses, and for the codification of the 
mining laws. A clause was introduced calling 
for a Constitutional Convention to reduce the 
expenses of the State and to prevent discrimi- 
nation by railroads. 

Enoch Strother was nominated for Governor 
on the fifth ballot. C. C. Powning, of Reno, 
was nominated for Congressman by a vote of 
67 to 30 for wen. P. E, Connor, of Eureka, 
Judge O. R. Leonard was renominated for 
Judge of the Supreme Court by acclamation. 
C. F. Becknell was nominated for Clerk of the 
Supreme Court. J. M. Dormer, of Candela- 
ria, was nominated for Secretary of State, and 
J. F. Hallock for Controller, by acclamation. 
M. A. Murphy, W. H. Davenport, and Wil- 
liam Boardman were placed in nomination 
for Attorney-General. Davenport was nom- 
inated on the second ballot. 

San Francisco, Sept. 5.—A dispatch from 
Reno, Nev., says Gov.

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ILLINOIS DEMOCRATIC STAND, 

Curcaco, Sept. 5.—The intention of the 
Tilinois Democracy to make the most of the at- 
titude of the Republican Party on the prohi- 
bition question was foreshadowed to-day at the 
Cook County Democratic Convention for the 


election of delegates to the State Convention. 
The County Convention was noteworthy for 
the attendance, as delegates, of many Demo- 
crats of more than local prominence. Among 
these were Potter Palmer, Melville W. Fuller, 
8. Corning Judd, F. 8S. Winston, Jr., Judge 
Samuel M. Moore, Dr. Swayne Wickersham, 
and other leading lights. The convention, 
after electing delegates, adopted by a virtually 
unanimous vote the following anti-prohibitory 
declaration: 

Resolved, That the Democratic Party of the city 
of Chicago and County of Cook,in convention as- 
sembied, do hereby strongly deprecate and disap- 
prove the action taken by the Republican Party to 
attempt to force upon the American people the 
odious and rankly objectionable sumptuary laws 
demanding prohibition. We deem it a gross insult 
to personal liberty and the Constitution of our 
free gountry. We condemn in unmeasured terms 
its propagators, the Republican Party, who have 
had the audacity to dictate such a villainous meas- 
ure and expect to receive the suffrages of a free and 
enlightened people, and we pledge ourseives to 
resort to allghonorable means to defeat not only 
the measure itself, but the party who origtuated it 
and is using every available means at its disposal 
to thrust the abominable law upon us, 

Hesoived, That the delegates from this convention 
be and are hereby instructed to carry the sense of 
this resolution to the State Convention, which 
meets at Springfield Sept. 7, and embody it in the 
Iinois platform,

OLNEY, IL, Sept. 5.—Judge E. B. Green, 
who declined the Republican Congressional 
nomination of the Sixteenth District under a 
misapprehension as to the unanimity of the 
nominating convention, now consents to run. 

ScRANTON, Penn., Sept. 5.—The Republicans 
of Lackawanna County, in their convention 
here to-day, selected Joseph A. Scranton as 
their choice for Congress by acclamation, and 
adopted a resolution appointing the Hon, J. 
B. Van Bergan, John E, Barrett, and 1. P. 
Lewis conferees to the conference of the 
Twelfth District, with instructions to use all 
honorable means for his nomination. 

St. Pau, Minn., Sept. 5.—The First District 
Democratic Convention to-day nominated 
Judge Thomas Wilson for Congress, 

EDGARD, La., Sept. 5.—After a turbulent 
session of the Republican Congressional Con- 
vention held here to-day, Henry Demas, (col- 
ored,) of St. John Parish, was nominated. The 
opponents of Demas, after the nomination was 
announced, made violent protests against the 
manner in which it was accomplished, and a 
wordy war, lasting three hours, ensued. Demas 
declared that be had had a good majority on 
every ballot ; that be was undoubtedly the choice 
of the convention, and that he would remain in 
the field until the day of election. The dissat- 
isfied delegates have called a new convention 
for Saturday. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5.—Reuben Wool- 
man, of Pittsgrove, Salem County, was nomi- 
nated to-day for Congress by the Prohibition- 
Labor convention of the First District of New 
Jersey. The Greenbackers of the Second Dis- 
trict of New Jersey to-day nominated Edward 
T. Howland for Congress. 

At the Democratic convention of York 
County to-day Congressional conferees were 
instructed for W. A. Duncan, of Adams 
County, which insures his nomination in that 
(the Nineteenth) district. 

WHEELING, West Va., Sept. 5.—Ross J. 
Alexander, of Bridgeport, Ohio, was nom- 
inated by the Democratic convention at St. 
Clairsville to-day for Congressman from the 
Seventeenth District. 

MosILe, Ala., Sept. 5.—The Republican con- 
vention of this district to-day nominated Lu- 
ther R. Smith for Congressman. 

ATHENS, Ohio, Sept. 5.—The Prohibition 
convention of this district met to-day, and 
adjourned without making a nomination.

AN ALL-DAY CONTEST. 
JAMES B. EVERHART NOMINATED FOR CON- 
GRESS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5.—A long and bit- 
ter fight over the nomination of a Republican 
candidate for Congress in the Sixth District of 
this State took place in the convention at 
West Chester to-day almost as soon as a per- 
manent organization was effected. The district 
comprises the counties of Chester and Dela- 
ware, and the contestants were State Senator 
James B. Everhart, who supports Beaver, but 
denounces Cameron; ex-Senator William B. 
Waddell, a violent anti-Cameron man, and the 
leader of the Blaine men in the Pennsylvania 
delegation at Chicago; Smedley Darling- 
ton, whose principle as to Cameronism are 
not. defined; Dr. N. <A. Pennypacker, 
Dr. Robert L. McClellan, and ex-Congressman 
J. C. Dickey, neither of whom was supposed 
tohave any chance. It was expected that 
Everhart would win the nomination on the first 
ballot, but he ran behind William Waddell, 
and the votes were so well distributed that it 
was evident no nominations would be made 
without a struggle. The first ballot stood: 
Waddell, 48; Everhart, 41; Darlington, 28: 
Pennybacker, 26: Dickey, 11, and McClellan, 
5. Whole number of votes, 181. On the 
second ballot the figures changed slight- 
ly, and in the third they stood: 
Everhard, 45; Waddell, 42; Darlington, 28; 
Pennypacker, 26; Dickey 4, and McClellan, 3. 
Here they remained for two more pallots, and 
the following three showed immaterial changes. 

lt was evident that the convention was 
dead-locked, and though efforts were made to 
break the hold of some of the delegates on 
their men by motions to adjourn, to drop the 
lowest names on the list, to proceed to other 
business, &c., they were all voted down and 
the convention settled itself for a determined 
struggle. After the eighth ballot a recess was 
taken, during which the friends of the 
leading caudidates worked industriously for 
their men, but without success. On the tenth 
ballot McClellan was withdrawn, and the vote 
was; Everhart, 47; Waddell, 44; Darlington, 
31; Pennypacker, 25, and Dickey, 8, and so it 
stood for six ballots more. At last on the 
twenty-first ballot Everhart was nominated.

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ARABI PASHA’S STRUGGLE 


THE ENGLISH DOING LITTLH ON 
THE OFFENSIVE. 

MAHMOUD FEHMY’S BETRAYAL OF ARABI— 
ACTIVITY OF THE EGYPTIANS—PUTTING 
DOWN DISORDER IN ALEXANDRIA—THE 
ANGLO-TURKISH CONVENTION. 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 5.—Mahmoud Feh- 
my has written a report addressed to the Khé- 
dive, with plans, revealing the positions and 
strength of the enemy. From internal evi- 
dence it is believed that its statements are cor- 
rect. The substance of this information has 
been telegraphed to Gen. Wolseley. It is be- 
lieved that the influence of Mahmoud Fehmy 
will be useful in bringing over the rebels. He 
denies that he was captured by the British 
troops. He says he surrendered. He accuses 
many of those composing the entourage of the 

Khédive, including Chérif Pasha, the Prime 


Minister, of having communicated with Arabi 
Pasha, 

A body of 100 marines made a raid to-day 
upon the villages between Alexandria and 

eks, and arrested all persons who were una- 
ive a good account of themselves. The 
authorities are taking stringent measures to 
prevent the indiscriminate landing of persons 
without means or employment. ne hundred 
and fifty such persons who landed vesterday 
have been sent to the arsenal pending de- 
cision as to whether or not they shall be com- 
pelled to return on board the vessels from 
which they disembarked. Four Bedouins who 
were caught looting in Ramleh have been sen- 
tenced to death. The murderer of the Eng- 
lishmen Richardson and Dobson has_ been 
sentenced to be hanged on Thursday. He has 
confessed his guilt. He will be hanged in the 
native quarter. A placard in Arabic and Eng- 
lish, stating the cause of the execution, will be 
attached to the gallows. 

There has been much movement tn the en- 
emy’s camp, apparently caused by the arrival 
of reinforcements. Kadri Pasha has arrived 
here as representative of the Sultan. The 
quarantine against ships from Bombay has 
been entirely removed, and that against ships 
from Aden will be discontinued provided pre- 
cautions be taken. 

Operations have been commenced for the 
opening of the old channel beyond Meks, with 
the view of letting the sea into Lake Mareotis. 
It will take nearlyjtwo months tojreach‘a depth 
of eight feet. 

ISMAILIA, Sept. 5.—Gen. Wolseley is mak- 
ing every effort to organize a complete system 
of supply tor the field force. The task is much 
more serious than the foreign element in 
Egypt is willing to admit, Meanwhile the 
enemy is content to be purely on the defensive. 
It is rumored that Arabi Pasha has brought 
heavy guns from Cairo to Tel-el-Kebir to 
silence the British 40-pounders on the armed 
train. Matters are proceeding smoothly at 
Kassasin. Food is abundant at present, but 
the daily consumption is so great that it will 
not be easy to provide supplies for future use. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—A dispatch from Port 
Said says that some rebel officers from Salhi- 
yeh have arrived at Ismailia to tender their 
submission. A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram 
Company states that over 8,000 Arabs are 
fortitying Salihiyeh. The enemy, it adds, are 
embarking their baggage and military stores 
from Fort Ghemileh, Another correspondent 
at Ismailia telegraphs as follows: ‘It has 
been ascertained by a reconnoissance in tbe 
direction of Salihiyeh that that place has been 
abandoned by Arabi Pasha. It is not expect- 
ed that we shall have enough provisions to be 
ready to advance for at least a week.” Large 
numbers of Bedouins have again been seen on 
the banks of the canal between Port Said and 
Ismailia. The fresh-water canal at Ismailia is 
falling rapidly. The water company has re- 
duced the supply at Ismailia and Port Said. 
Arabi Pasha has established a line of defense 
from El] Karaim to Salihiveh. 

Orders have been received at Woolwich to 
dispatch 4,000 troops to Egypt. Three thou- 
sand are to goto Alexandria and 1,000 to Is- 
mailia. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 5.—The Sultan’s 
proclamation to the Egpptians has been issued. 
It declares Arabi Pasha a rebel for dis- 
obeying the orders of the Khédive and 
of Dervisch Pasha, and thereby pro- 
voking the intervention of England. 
It states that the decoration conferred upon 
Arabi Pasha was bestowed at the instance of 
Dervisch Pasha in consequence of Arabi 
Pasha’s protestations of fidelity. In conclu- 
sion the proclamation exhorts all Egyptians to 
obey the Khédive. 

The irade authorizing the signing of the 
Anglo-Turkish Military Convention is not yet 
ready. 

Baker Pasha, by permission of the Sultan, 
has appointed Cols. Baker and Synge his aides- 
de-camp. 

An Arab paper published at Beyrout, in Sy- 
ria, has been suppressed for having published 
an article against Christians. 

Paris, Sept. 5.—M, Victor de Lesseps to-day 
presented a report to the Council of the Suez 
Canal Company on the negotiations with the 
English authorities for the preservation of the 
neutrality of the canal. He said that Gen. 
Wolseley had informed him that the English 
Government accepted responsibility for dam- 
age and obstruction to the traffic of the canal. 

LONDON, Sept. 6.—A dispatch from Constan- 
tinople of Sept. 5 says an irade authorizing 
the signing of the military convention has 
been issued, and it is expected that the draft 
of the convention will be signed to-night or 
to-morrow.

THE / DISMISSED DUBLIN POLICEMEN—E. 

DWYER GRAY’S CONFINEMENT. 
Dustin, Sept. 5.—Earl Spencer, the Lord 
Lieutenant, replying to the memorial from 
the dismissed policemen, says he has directed 
that a careful inquiry be held into the recent 
conduct and previous character of the memo- 
rialists. He will himself personally review 
the result of the inquiry, and promises that 


those men will be reinstated who appear de- 
serving. 

The special constable who was sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment for assaulting the 
military has been liberated on bail, pending an 
appeal to the Recorder’s Court. 

An official report places the number of 
agrarian outrages in Ireland during the month 
of August at 165, including 1 murder, 10 cases 
of intimidation, and 83 cases of the sending of 
threatening letters. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5—A dispatch to the Press 
Association from Dublin represents that the 
answer of Earl Spencer has given great satis- 
faction. Itis officially denied that the men 
have returned to duty in consequence of any 
tacit understanding. On the contrary, they 
were informed ou Saturday that they would 
be dismissed if they did not return to duty. 
It is expected that about 220 of the 234 dis- 
missed constables will be reinstated, only the 
ring-leaders being excluded. Another corre- 
spondent telegraphs that the Police are not al- 
together satisfied with the reply of Eari 
Spencer, as it leaves them in almost the same 
uncertainty as before. 

Cork, Sept. 5.—The Corporation has re- 
ceived a letter trom Mr. E. Dwyer Gray, from 
which it appears that he will not enter into 
recognizances after the expiration of the three 
months of his sentence. e will consequently 
have to endure a further and similar term of 
confinement.

n Great Britain 414 inquiries have been 
sent to farmers, asking their opinion on the 
growing crops. The replies, taking 100 as rep- 
resenting an average crop, show the following 
result: Wheat, 92.2; barley, 95.4; Oats, 105.1; 
roots, 107.1; potatoes, 96.4. This may be 
compared with last year’s figures, which were 
as follows: Wheat, 90; barley, 110; oats, 80; 
roots, 80, and potatoes, 98. The wheat crop 
will probably be 10,00,000 auarters for con- 
sumption, ref me | 14,000,000 quarters for 
which we shall be dependent on foreign sup- 
ply. Spain is the only country from which 
the reports are unfavorable. In summarizing

Of course, 
there was a good deal of talk about it; in fact, it 
was almost impossible to get folks to talk about 
anything else. The point was made by the 
dissatisfied ones that the decision of the 
committee is not valid as that body 
was appointed to determine or find the 
true and legitimate value of wheat, whereas the 
report of the committee states the appointment to 
have been for the purpose of fixing a settling price. 
It was stated that the matter will be carried into.

nity to determine what is essential to the validity 
of a commercial contract. It is well that the board 
start fair on this point on entering the new 
building. The committee’s decision was a great 
surprise to the bears. The testimony of all 
the witnesses had been fixed upon a lower price 
for July wheat than the one approved, yet the 
committee decided upon $1 35 as a basis. The pro- 
tests were loud and —_ and that the shorts will 
refuse to settle and will appeal to the courts is 
very probable. They say the figure is exorbitant,' 
being only 1 cent lower than that to which wheat 
was advanced by the clique.

“You want to know if there is much feeling in 
this matter?’ said a prominent Board of Trad 
man this afternoon, referring to the question o 
fixing the settling prices by the committee on July 
wheat. *‘ Well, I should say there was, and plenty 
of it.

“What do the ‘shorts’ think aboutit? Why, 
they characterize it as an out and out steal, and 
don’t intend to submit gracefully and bow to tha 
decision of the committee, which, they argue, wag 
made clearly in the interests of corners. The fum 
has barely commenced. The ‘shorts’ have abso« 
lutely refused to settle at the committee’s 
price, and will go to law about it at 
once. You see A. M. Wright; he can 
give you all the points on the subject. He is busy 
to-day marshaling the forces of the ‘shorts* 
preparatory to taking legal action. There are 
about 50 of them gathered together somewhere, 
and with the assistance of lawyers, are getting 
their applications prepared for injunctions, restrain- 
ing the Directors of the Board of Trade from en- 
forcing the ‘corner, rule,’ or from suspending them’ 
for refusing to obey it. The principal operators 
onthe ‘short’ side are A. M. Wright & Co.. William 
T. Baker & Co., Culver & Co.. and McDermid, 
Russ & Co. Their claim that July Spring wheat at 
$1 35istoo high seems reasonable enough when 
Winter wheat is worth only about $1 a bushel, and 
it looks very probable that the Superior Courts will 
take a similar view when the arguments on the 
applications for injunctions are heard. These appli- 
cations will most likely be heard some time this 
week. As I said before, the hottest times are yet 
to come.” 

Four suits were to-day begun in the Superior 
Court for an injunction to restrain the payment of 
margins under the decision of the July Wheat 
Committee. Intwoof the suits the complainants 
are A. M. Wright & Co. and W. T. Baker & Co., 
and the two other suits cover deals on the open 
board. The complaints allege a manipulation of 
the market by Armour & Kershaw to force up the 
price of wheat to a fictitious point in order to 
squeeze the short sellers, and charge that the ap- 
pointment of a settling committee was illegal. ln- 

unctions were issued by Judge Jameson, of the 
uperior Court, in bonds of $15.000in each case. 
All this is fun for the banks, which have from 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000 in their vaults in the shape 
of margins, which will be available for loans and 
discounts for a year or more, until the litigation is 
decided. 

On ’Change to-day the leading produce markets 
except pork were steadier. There was less doing 
in grain, though the volume of trading was rather 
large. The chief point of the day’s trading seemed 
to be that the weak longs had pretty well sold out 
and the shorts filled during the excitement of Sat- 
urday and Monday, leaving much less of outstand-, 
ing business. If anything, the selling feature had 
been a little overdone, and some of the longs who 
had sold short grew a little nervous and wanted to 
buy back. This was especially the casein corn for 
November and the year and in those provisions 
which had been “* grown” the day previous. The 
shipping demand for lard was tair, and for corn 
better, except for high mixed. Perhaps the de- 
cision in regard to July wheat had something ta 
do with steadying the tone. It may be interpreted 
as favoring higher prices unless reversed by the 
courts. Corn was less active, though in better de- 
mand and stronger. The market for this month 
advanced 134 cents, and closed 1144 cents higher 
than on Monday afternoon, while October closed 
at an improvement of nearly 134 cents. The British 
markets were called rather easier and our receipta 
were about as large as Monday, but there was less 
disposition to sell futures, and a better shipping 
demand at the decline. Some of the parties who 
had been free buyers the previous day were still 
buying, some of them understood to be getting on 
the long grade of the deal, especially for Novem- 
ber and seller the year. The * motif’? was the idea 
that more deliveries have been unduly discounted 
by the selling of untold millions of bushels which 
can never be delivered out of the new crop, while 
the old is admitted to be nearly allused up. Some 
receivers stated to-day that their advices indicated 
a large falling off in receints, showing that there is 
little lett. This is not expected to make muca differ- 
ence in the present, as the supply of oats is lessen- 
ing the demand for corn, but it might tell heavily, 
against the deals later on, especialiy as the board 
is now committed to the delivery of property that 
has been sold.

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VARIED BRITISH TOPICS 
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MR. GRAY’S PUNISHMENT, STAGE 
AFFAIRS, AND THE WAR. 
ENGLISH APPROVAL OF THE SEVERE SEN- 
TENCE — MISS DAVENPORT’S APPEAR- 
ANCE — CORRESPONDENTS AND THE 
CZAR’S CORONATION — FRENOH CcOoM- 
MENTS ON THE EGYPTIAN OPERATIONS. 

Lonpon, Aug. 22.--The present moment 
may be regarded as a sort of entr’acte in the 
action of the Egyptian drama. So far the 
play has been a series of preparations for the 
central incident. We have had diplomatic 
delays. We have had some preliminary sen- 
sations, including the bombardment of the 
forts and a few interesting military skirmishes. 
We have seen the flower of the London troops 
sail for the Nile, cheered en route with royal 
messages and international salutes. The cur- 
tain has been rung up on the departure of Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, and we have seen his arrival, 
read his proclamation, and witnessed in fancy 
the mysterious sailing of his expedition under 
sealed orders to attack the enemy. 
Upon this situation the curtain falls, 
and we can meanwhile devote  our- 
selves to general gossip and occurrences 
outside the pale of the great drama for the ad- 
vance of which the prompter’s bell will pres- 
ently ring. The chief topics of the time are 
still the sentence of Mr. Gray for contempt of 
court and the massacre of the Joyce family 
in the neighborhood of Lough Mask. The 
Irish party promise active intervention 
on behalf of Mr. Gray. We are to 
have indignation meetings and platform 
speeches about the tyranny of the Saxon. It 
is quite evident, however, that Mr. Gray will 
be severely held in durance meanwhile. So 
far as Parliament is concerned his period of 
imprisonment will be nearly concluded by the 
time Her Majesty’s faithful Commons return 
once more to the palaceot Westminster. Their 
power even then is not, it seems, great enough 
to release the prisoner. Mr. Gladstone was 
very careful to put this emphatically before 
the country. The offense of Mr. Gray is one 
which the Judge alone could deal with. Mr. 
Macfarlane gives notice that in October next 
he will move in the House of Commons that 
in the opinion of Parliament, in all cases of al- 
leged contempt of court involving a fine ex- 
ceeding £50 ora term of imprisonment ex- 
ceeding 14 days, there shall be an appeal to 
three Judges before the sentence is carried 
out. Upon this, of course, will arise a serious 
debate, in which the Parnell party will have 
an opportunity of expressing their views of 
Mr. Justice Lawson’s conduct. In the mean- 
time, the Judge will have received the univer- 
sal approval of public opinion. The Daily 
News, it is true, offers an exception tothe gen- 
eral verdict, obtaining, probably, its inspira- 
tion from Mr. Gladstone’s singularly reticent 
speech in the House of Commons. The 
Premier expressed no opinion upon the merits 
of Mr. Justice Lawson’s decision. The Premier 
was particularly cautious, so much so that 
hostile critics see in this reticence a condemna- 
tion of Mr. Justice Lawson’s severe punish- 
ment of Mr. Gray. It should, however, be 
taken into account that the Attorney-General 
for Ireland, referring to the speeches made by 
Mr, Callan on a previous evening, repeated 
his emphatic denial of the charge made by 
that gentleman that during the recent Special 
Commission in Dublin he had directed that 
jurors should be ordered to stand aside because 
they were Catholics or Liberals. The Attor- 
ney-General explained at length the details of 
the case against the murderer Hynes, main- 
taining that the jury charged in Mr. Gray’s 
Freeman's Journal with misconduct at the 
Imperial Hotel had given the most careful at- 
tention to the case. He alsoentered into care- 
ful explanations of the method of impaneling 
and challenging juries, showing that the action 
he had taken in the case in question was strict- 
ly within the ordinary practice of the Crown, 

Miss Fanny Davenport has decided to chal- 
lenge the criticism 0: London. Her husband, 
Mr. Price, has made arrangements to take over 
during the off season Mr. Toole’s pretty little 
theatre at Charing Cross, where the American 
actress is to appear in a new ‘‘society play” 
adapted from the French by Mr. James Morti- 
mer. Miss Davenport, in challenging the 
opinion of the British pubiic, is doubly handi- 
capped. inthe first place, Mr. Toole’s theatre 
is a farcical-comedy house, with a stage singu- 
larly unfitted to anything like that breadth of 
dramatic display which some of the critics 
claim as characteristic of Fanny Davenport’s 
histrionic powers. Secondly, she will appear 
in a new play, thus putting her capabilities to 
the hazardous test of upholding a work that 
that may be unsuitable to her physique 
and capacity, and in which she 
must be more or less uncomfortable 
Few experienced London artists venture even 
to begin new seasons after long vacations with 
unfamiliar plays, or in parts which they have 
not previously exploited with success. Nothing 
is more trying to an actor than to appear be- 
fore a new public in a part with which he 
is not well acquainted.’ It is to be hoped, 
however, that Miss Davenport has wisely se- 
lected her new piece, more particularly as it 
is understood that Mr. James Mortimer has 
much need of a little success. So far as the 
artist herself is concerned, she is more or less 
sure of kindly treatment, although,seeing that 
she is desirous of an English as wellas an 
American reputation, it would have been bet- 
ter had she appeared here a few years ago, in 
the right season, and at the right place. 

Asa rule the Lyceum Theatre does not com- 
mence what is called the Winter season until 
November or December. ‘This year, however, 
Mr, Irving is not making a provincial tour, 
and he is quite upsetting the ordinary view of 
the theatrical vacation by reopening his thea- 
tre on the 2d of September. he metropolis is 
at the present time crowded with country peo- 

le and foreign visitors, and it is quite possi- 

le, with reasonably cool weather, that Mr. 
Irving may reap an Autumn harvest. 
The other night Mr. Gus Harris’s man- 
ager, being questioned as to busines, replied 
that London is empty but Drury Lane is full, 
which appears by the way to be generally 
true in respect of the few houses which are 
sti open, Miss Fanny Davenport has, there- 
fore, this year warrant of good example for 
ronsidering the season sufficiently alive to en- 
courage hopes of profit at Toole’s theatre, 
She will have the advantage of the excellent 
managerial advice of Mr. Loveday, and, sup- 
posing she has secured the theatre for a suf- 
ficient time to give effect to the run of a suc- 
cessful play, she may not regret her London 
Appearance. 

For some time past, prior to the war in 
Egypt, the leading foreign correspondents of 
the London press had been making arrange- 
ments for reporting the coronation of the 
Czar of all the Russias. The excitement of 
military operations on the Nile bas more or 
less discounted the anticipated Russian festivi- 
ties, which have been postponed from time to 
time for State reasons, dt is now announced, 
however, that the British Embassy has rented 
a house in Moscow for the coronation cere- 
mony. Coupled with this, however, comes a 
private report from St. Petersburg that, 
should the ceremony really take place oe 
the present year, it will be_ conducte 
with special privacy. So great is the fear 
of a Nihilistic demonstration being carried 
Dut at the same time, that no strangers 
are to be permitted in the town on or about 
the period of the ceremony, neither are any 
special embassies from foreign potentates to 
be invited. The royal party is so terrorized 
that even inany members of the Russian clergy 
have been ordered to remain at home on the 
day of the coronation, and such special provi- 
sions are to be made for the safety of the Czar 
that it is questionable whether the populace 
will ever believe he has been crowned at 
ail. It is singular that in the midst of 
so much serious trouble at home the 
Czar and his advisers should be actively 
engaged in seeking for new trouble abroad. 

ot since the days that preceded the recent 
Afghan war has Hussia been so active as she is 
at present in her advance toward the so-called 
Bcien ific f-ontier of India, The affair of Egypt, 
Which is occupying the resources of Great 
Britain, uas stimulated the old ambition of 
Russia in regard to the Bosphorus. It 1s quite 
well understood by diplomatists and travelers 
that Russia is massing troops for the purpose 
. _ df availing herself of any favorable contin- 
during the British action on the Nile. 

ussian agents have more than once 
made serious overtures to the Sultan

for such an alliance as would give Russia the 
right to occupy Constantinople in Turkish in- 
terests. It is the story of the fox and the 
magpie, and one day the fox may possibly in- 
duce the magpie to drop the meat and essay 
aballad. England, successful in Egypt, may 
possibly cut away the last threads of the Sul- 
tan’s suzerainty on the Nile, and in that case 
British statesmen will be less inclined to quar- 
rel with Russian ascendency on the Bosphorus, 
Russia has always played a waiting game with 
skill and success. She is not likely to let an 
opportunity pass that may advance her ambi- 
tion in the direction cf Constantinople. 

While we have been gossiping between thé 
acts, the leading artist in the Egyptian drama 
has been executing a successful manceuvre. We 
shall hear all about it now that the curtain is 
about to rise once more onthe play. It was 
given out at the close of the scene upon which 
the curtain fell at the beginning of this letter, 
that Sir Garnet Wolseley had settled upon his 
line of attack, and that transport ships and 
iron-clads were about to set out for Aboukir. 
Here they were to bombard Arabi’s forts, and 
that done they were to land troops and attack 
his fanatical forces, Seeing that most of the 
telegrams sent to England are reported to 
Arabi and that his friend Lesseps is in con- 
stant communication with him, lookers-on 
could not fail to be struck with the very sin- 

lar frankness of the British commander 

n letting the newspaper correspondents 
know his plans, even down to details. It 
it is to be hoped that the tidings were conveyed 
to the European audience with a cynical inti- 
mation that the ships were all to go out ‘‘ with 
sealed orders,” and that at the least movement 
* their destination might be altered.’”’ And it 
was so; for after anchoring in Aboukir Bay, 
and greatly exciting such of Arabi’s outposts 
as witnessed the demonstration, they sailed 
away again in an easterly direction. At sun- 
set the ‘sealed orders” were opened, and by 
the light of the moon the expedition steamed 
for the Suez Canal. Only the day before the 
renowned Lesseps had given a dinner at Is- 
mailia to Arabi’s soldiers in honor of their great 
commander. For many days previously he 
had been issuing protests and mandates against 
the Britishers, and yetin spiteof his having 
constituted himself a European power and 

iven himself full authority over the Canal, 

ir Garnet Wolseley directed his forces thith- 
erward, and the curtain now rises upon the 
first scene in the next actof the Egyptian 
drama, disclosing the British in possession of 
the canal. As tothe morality of the transac- 
tion, it is viewed in different ways according to 
the individual opinions and sympathies of the 
lookers-on, It is generally regarded as a well- 
managed dramatic surprise, giving great 
promise of impressive sensations to come prior 
to the nextentr’acte. The editor of the French 
Temps says: ‘‘ England is and will remain mis- 
tress of tne canal, because she can always 
either ride roughshod over anybody trying to 
close it, or can herself close it against anybody 
she likes.”” Nevertheless, the Temps regards it 
as fortunate that ‘‘ England is a nation op- 
posed to conquests, fond of peace, anxious to 
reconcile ner interest with equity, so that the 
Isthmus of Suez under her virtual protector- 
ate, will be under a tolerably certain and sat- 
isfactory system.” On the other hand, the 
Director of the Siécle declares that ‘the 
English seized on the Suez Canal like thieves. 
They not only appropriated the canal, which 
does not belong to them, but also the plant, 
the dredging machines, and steamers.’”’ The 
writers of the France and the Télégraphe are 
even more irate than their contemporary of 
the Siécle. What would have happened if 
Lesseps, true to his threats, or boasts, had de- 
fended his dredging machines witk his life? 
At one point his Arab allies did fight, and that 
gallantly, 100 falling on the field and 45 being 
taken prisoners. The gallant Lesseps did not 
even wait to witness their prowess, Ict alone 
directing it or taking partinthefray. He dis- 
appeared once more like Grizzly Dan, no 
doubt on some personal mission of offense or 
defense, and the latest dispatches from Paris 
announce that he is expected at Marseilles in 
the course of a few days by steamer. Mean- 
while, he had covered his retreat with sending 
fresh protests, proclamations, and orders, 
Though Paris appears to be surprised at 
the British commander’s strategic move- 
ment, Berlin received the news with the 
equanimity that is begot of forethought and 
reasonable expectation. ‘‘ The reports,’’ says 
the 7imes’s correspondent at Berlin, ‘“ which 
so minutely foretold an attack on the forts 
near Aboukir had no other purpose than to 
deceive the Egyptians about the real inten- 
tions of the English Commander-in-Chief. In 
German military cireles, where many specu- 
lations are going on about the English plans, 
it was generally assumed that Cairo would be 
the first aim of the operations, and that the 
English would try to occupy it as soon as pos- 
sible.’’ It is in favor of the possible correctness 
of German prediction that Berlin can look 
upon the Egyptian positions with a calmess 
that cannot be expected in Paris, where the 
people are very angry with the result of their 
own foolish policy, and are = smart- 
ing under the successful action of the 
others whom they threw over at the 
critical moment when support was most need- 
ed. In connection with the British command- 
er’s occupation of the canal and its ports and 
towns, the arrival of a portion of the Indian 
contingent at Ismailia is significant, implying, 
as it does, exact calculations of time for a gen- 
eral andloverwhelming advance against the en- 
emy. When details arrive of the one fighting 
incident of the advance on Suez, it will be found 
that the Highlanders distinguished themselves. 
It was at Chalont. The Egyptians were 
strongly posted. Tho Highlanders carried the 
position at the pointof the bayonet, slaying 
100 of the foe, taking 40 prisoners, and losing 
only two of their own gallant band, and having 
a handful of them wounded. By the time this 
reaches New-York itis expected, however, that 
many a brave soldier will have bitten the dust, 
for the campaign is only now beginning, and 
Arabi’s troops are well equipped with arms 
and the courage of fanaticism.

THE CRISIS IN SONORA. 

TomBSTONE, Arizona, Sept. 5.—The Kpitaph 
has information from Sonora that the impending 
civil crisis is about to explode.

A BAD DAY FOR FAVORITES 


FIVE OUT OF SIX DEFEATED AT 
SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 

A FINE DAY’S SPORT ON THE COURSE OF THE 
CONEY ISLAND JOCKEY CLUB—FELLOW- 
PLAY, MAGNATE, PLUNKET, GIROFLE, 
EDWIN A., AND REVENGE THE WINNERS. 

Another large crowd gathered on the grounds 
of the Coney Island Jockey Club yesterday to wit- 
ness an interesting series of races, which were so 
well contested as to arouse a vast amount of enthu- 
siasm. The track was heavy, but not as bad as 
turfmen expected after the deluging rain of the 
preceding day. The weather was all that could be 
desired for outdoor sport, and as there was no an- 
noyance from dust many of the ladies who occu- 
pied boxes in the grand stand displayed some ex- 
quisite toilets. There were six events decided, and 
only one of the favorites succeeded in catching the 
judge’s eye first at the winning post.

SOUTH CAROLINA GREENBACKERS. 
A PLATFORM AND AN ADDRESS ADOPTED 
AND A TICKET NOMINATED. 

CoLumsBia, §. C,, Sept. 5.—The State 
Greenback Convention met to-day and organizea 
by electing the Rey. I. D. Darham, of Aiken County, 
President, and Dr. V. P. Clayton, of Fairfield, 
and Dr. Bowen, of Marion, Secretaries. One hun- 
dred and twenty delegates, representing about 
half the counties in the State, were enrolled. 
About 25 negroes were present as dele- 
gates. A committee of seven, one from 
each Congressional district, with Col. R. D. White, 
of Charleston, as Chairman, was appointed to draft 
a platform and an address to the people. The 
platform was adopted, declaring that, under 
the Constitution, Congress alone has power 
to emit money and _ “regulate its value, 
and that this power cannot safely be 
transferred to the bank monopoly; that all money 
issued by Congress shall be a legal tender 


in payment of all debts; that the na- 
tional bonds are a re incubus upon 
the labor and industry of the country and should 
be paid as rapidly as possible. That to ena- 
ble the Government to meet its obligations, 
legal tender greenback money. gold or silver, 
should be issued directly from the Treasury 
at Washington; that laborshould be encouraged 
and protected by the Government, and not saeri- 
ficed to the interests of the national banks, bond- 
holders, monopolies, and rings; that all citizens of 
the State should be equal before the law, without 
regard to race or color, and that all attempts to 
interfere with free and untrammeled suffrage is a 
crime against civilization. 

The address to the people is as follows: 

“‘There never was in the history of the world in 
any State a sole power or party which was 
not tyrannical. ‘he Democratic Party of 
South Carolina to-day asserts that it 
should remain, as it has been, the sole 
power for several years past, and it is no 
exception to the general rule of tyrants. A tyrann 
is partial. unjust, and oppressive to all except itself. 
Such is the Democracy of this State. A tyranny 
has to adopt unusual and uniawful means 
to retain itselr 7m power, from the application of 
real force in judicial or official murder to the 
social proscription of its opponents. The 
elements of every tyranny the world 
has ever known are found in this State to-day, 
from murder in the streets to ballot-box stuffing 
and the silent but savage process of starving 
out all, all are found here. The murderer 
goes free, the suffrage frauds are protected, grim 
starvation is justified, and our murderous star 
chambers are styled temples of justice. No 
intelligent man can object to two parties 
at any time, but when such a_ tyranny 
should be overturned it is time that the best men 
in the country should step to the front and de- 
mand two parties. If the Democracy can justify 
itself, why should it object to try the issue 
fairly and without passion before the grand 
inquest of the country at the ballot-box? 
The only reason must be that it stands convicted 
in its own consciousness of its own tyranny, 
and will not listen either to reason or allow the 
voters of the State to hear the case, or 
even to question its integrity. Was there ever 
such a_ tyranny?’ And yet we are called 
the free and independent Commonwealth of South 
Carolina, where life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness are tc be enjoyed by all. Our institutions 
are not safe until every citizen entitled to vote is 
allowed to vote. The Republic is not secure 
until every honest votetis honestly counted. Who- 
ever casts an illegal ballot, whoever refuses 
to count a legal one, is a traitor to 
the great principles upon which our 
Government is founded. The existence of the 
Nation depends upon our ability to ascertain 
the will of the people. If we cannot pre- 
yent fraud from receiving the ballots and 
perjury from annuling the returns, the Republic 
ceases to exist, and yet we have a Registration and 
Election law which practically disfranchises one- 
half of the voters of the State.

DISSATISFIED LABORING MEN. 

THE STRIKERS AT YOUNGSTOWN IRON MILLS 
AND IN OTHER PLACES. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 5.—The labor 
troubles at Youngstown are approaching a crisis. 
Brown, Bonnell! & Co. invited a conference with 
their finishing men to-day. Manager Williams 
made a statement to them in which he dwelt upon 
the unfavorable condition of the iron market, de- 
claring that the mills could not run at the advance 
demanded. He said to them that the firm ex- 
pected to have work for its finishers, and thatthey 
had been called together that their views regard- 
ing the question as to whether they would go 
to work on the old scale could be had. 
‘The committee, for such it was, retired to the hall 
where a full meeting was in progress, which in 
short order decided not to work unless the six- 
dollar scale is signed. Representatives of all the 
rolling mills of the city were interviewed to-day, 
and they all say they cannot afford to sign the 
scale. Mr. James Cartwright, of Cartwright, Mc- 
Curdy & Co,. replied: “ We will not sign the six- 
dollar scale to-night,’ bearing heavily on the “ to- 
night.” he report is freely circulated about the 
city that nine puddlers were brought there on the 
10 o’clock train this morning to go to work when 
the mills start. Some of the strikers ‘* got onto” 
some men who claimed to have come here for that 
purpose, and it is asserted that when these men as- 
certained the condition of affairs here they refused 
to work. One of these said he wasto get $25 for 
every puddier he induced to come. The under- 
standing among the strikers is that these men were 
quartered in the old office of Brown, Bonnell & 
Co. last night. None of the trusted employes 
about the works seem to know anything regarding 
such men, and many of them say: “We know the 
report is not true.” 

PITTsBURG, Sept. 5.—The action of the 
Amalgamated Association at their district meeting 
was the principal topic of the day. The iron- 
workers appear to have been wonderfully stimu- 
lated by the meeting, and there were fewer ru- 
mors of breaks in the ranks of the strikers. 
The manufacturers are reticent and _ refuse 
to say what will be their next move. 
rhe steel mill of Wilson, Walker & Co. was started 
up this morning, and to-morrow their bar mill 
willresume. Whether non-union or amalgamated 
men are at work cannot be learned, as the proprie- 
tors will sot allow on the premises any per 
son who is not connected with the mill. 
A meeting of the blacksmiths and bumpermen 
of this firm, who were ordered by the 
association to come out, was held to-night, but no 
decision had been arrived at when the meeting 
adjourned. The men are still at work, but the 
officers of the association say that they will quit 
when the proper time comes. It is said that the 
bumpermen will obey the association, but that the 
blacksmiths will refuse to quit work. 


Boston, Sept. 5.—A special Police detail of 
180 men who had been on duty since the ’long- 
shoremen’s strike began, were this forenoon dis- 
missed, as the strike is considered virtually ended.

A TRAIN DISPATCHER'S MISTAKE. 

HARTFORD, Sept. 5.—At 6:30 o’clock to-night 
a peach train on the New-York and New-England 
Railroad, bound for Boston, came into collision 
with a western-bound freight train at Burnside 
station, about four miles east of this city. The 
engines of both trains were badly damaged, and 
Walter F. Bean, of this city, engineer of the in 
bound freight train, an old engineer, was very 
seriously injured, It is thought that his back is 
broken. Three peach cars were thrown from the 
track and wrecked. Three merchandise cars of 
the other train were also derailed and badly 
damaged. It is stated that the conductors 
of both trains say they were running under 
orders, and the accident is therefore believed 
to have been caused by a train dispatcher’s 
error. The conductor of the west-hound 
train says he had orders to run to East Hartford, 
the next station west of Burnside, and passa pas- 
senger train there. It is reported also that the 
conductor of the peach train claims that he had the 
right of way. Inquiry at the railroad office in this 
clty fails to settle this point, the officials informing 
the press agent that they have no information to 
give, and that that office isa “poor place to come 
to for information.’’

LOESES BY FIRE. 


A fire of supposed incendiary origin broke 
out in the Langtry House, Asbury Park, N. J., at 
an early hour yesterday morning. The building is 
a large four-story frame structure and contains 50 
rooms. I: is situated in Sixth-avenue, near the 
ocean, in the most aristocratic part of the town. 
The hotel is owned by Mr. Jacob Hurley, a con- 
tractor aud builder of this place, and is used by 
Mrs, Theodora Richards, of No. 131 West Twenty- 
third-street, New-York, as a Summer boarding- 
house. When the fire broke out there were but six 
persons upon the premises—the landlady, a China- 
man employed as a useful man, and four colored 
servants, the guests having all gone away on the 
morning trains. The flames were in a rear room 
on the first floor, and had burned a hole through 
the floor to the cellar. The servants broke open a 
door and put the fire out with buckets of water, 
and when the firmen arrived there was nothing for 
them todo. The damage amounts to $200. An 
examination of the premises showed that kerosene 
had been sprinkled upon some of the furniture; 
that an unused mattress that rested upon a berrel 
in the cellar was soaked with oil, and that the kero- 
sene in a barrel a few feet away was flowing from 
the faucet. An investigation was made by Coun- 
selor John F. Hawkins and a jury, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict that the house was set on fire by 
unknown persons. 


At 11:30 yesterday morning, at Ashland, 
Penn., the breaker at the Locust Run Colliery, with 
the dirt plane, breaker engine-house, and all the 
outbuildings, were entirely destroyed by fire. Loss 
about $30,000; no insurance. The breaker was 
owned by the Locust Mountain Company, and 
worked by the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron Company, and has not been working for four 
years. The fire is believed to have been the work 
of an incendiary. 


The pulp mill in River-street, Fitchburg, 
Mass., was burned on Monday night. The building 
was owned by C. T. Crocker. Part of the machin- 
ery was owned bv a New-York man, and the re- 
mainder of the machinery and the stock by 
Charles Roswel!, who ran the mill. The loss is

MURDERED WITH AN 


THE STARTLING DISCOVERY MADE 
IN A KENSICO STORE. 

ALBERT MONTFORT FOUND WITH HIS HEAL 
NEARLY SEVERED FROM HIS BOoDY— 
SEARCHING FOR THE MURDERER—Nd 
WITNESSES OF THE TRAGEDY. 


The little village ef Kensico, Westchestet 
County, was greatly excited yesterday over the 
discovery of one of the most brutal murders evet 
committed in that region, the victim being Albert 
Montfort, one of the oldest and best known resi- 
dents of the place. Mr. Montfort lived and kept.a 
grocery store ina three-story and attic building, 
on a side street, and very secluded. It is sur- 
rounded on three sides by thick woods and in 
front there isan old saw mill which has not been 
run recently. Mrs. Montfort went away last 
Friday to visit a.sister in Tarrytown, taking with 
her a young child and leaving two children with 
her mother, Mrs. Wilson Stilson. Mr. Montfort, 
who was 57 years of age, was left alone in 
the house. All went on as usual until Sunday 
evening, when Mrs. Robert Wilson stopped at the 
store, between 8 and 9 o’clock, and asked Mr, 
Montfort if he-had any bread. He told her he had 
none, and asked her if crackers would not do as 
well. She did not want the crackers and went 
away. She noticed, however, that a young man 
with a florid complexion was in the store and that 
he and the proprietor seemed to be having some 
dispute, but she did not pay particular attention 
tothem. On Monday morning the store was not 


opened as usual, and, as it remained closed all 
day, it became the subject of remark among the 
Villagers. Toward evening a baker stopped to 
leave some bread, but he found the door locked. 
As Mr. Montfort had frequently told him when he 
could not get in to go around to the back 
door, the er walked partiy around the house 
and tapped on the window of the rear room. He 
heard the savage barking of a dog, and noticed that 
the window-panes were bespattered’ with blood. 
He hurried to the e and reported what he had 
seen, and George Ackerly, Samuel Cunningham, 
and Daniel Wyckhoff said they would go to the 
house and investigate. This was about 8:30 o'clock 
in the evening. The three men went to the house, 
and around to the rear, where they found a 
window and door covered with blood, that on the 
door being on the outside. They pushed in the door, 
and then discovered Mr. Montfort lying dead on 
the floor in a pool of blood, with his pockets inside 
out. His head was lying on his right arm, and his 
left arm was thrown loosely over his body. The 
head was nearly severed from the body, and two 
great gashes were on the back of the neck, one of 
them severing the left ear. Another ugly gash was 
across the forehead, penetrating the brain, anda 
third was on the top of the skull. The skull was 
terribly broken up. Anaxe was evidently the instru- 
ment.used by the murderer, as a false blow from 
such a weapon had left a deep gash in the boards 
ot the floor. Asimilar blow had chipped a piece 
out of the inside of the door, showing that the 
door must have been open when the murder was 
committed. Allaround the room, on the walls, 
carpet, stove, curtains, and table were innumera- 
ble spots of blood, showing that a hard struggle 
had taken place. After looking in vain for the 
murderer’s weapon the men reported in the villaze 
that Mr. Montfort had been murdered, and the 
house was soon crowded with excited visitors. 

A messenger was sent on Monday night for Cor- 
oner Schirmer, of White Plains, who at once went 
to the scene of the tragedy, viewed the body, and 
called a jury of the best men of the place. The 
case was then adjourned until yesterday morning, 
when Drs. Schmidt and Curtiss, of White Plains, 
made a post-mortem examination, and testified 
that any one of the wounds inflicted weuld have 
proved fatal. After taking this testimony the 
Coroner again adjourned the case until to-morrow 
afternoon in order to make further investigation. 
Officer J. F. Crawford was sent to Tarrytown 
to bring Mr. Montfort’s wife back yesterday. 
Mrs. Montfort told the Coroner she knew nothing 
about the murder. She said her husband ought to 
have had about $300 in his pockets when killed. 
She claimed Mr, Montfort’s watch and the prop- 
erty. The Coroner found only 17 cents in the 
house. Inthe afternoon a search was made for 
the axe, and, after along hunt through the woods 
and bushes, it wasfound by Robert Robbins tn a 
clump of bushes about 200 feet from the house. 
It was covered with blood and with the old man’s 
gray hairs. The axe was identified as belonging te 
Leonard Farrington, who said it was stolen from 
his wood-pile some time on Sunday after he had 
used it in the morning. 

Mr. and Mrs. Montfort were married three years 
ago. They did not live pleasantly together, and 
the wife was put out of the house several times by 
her husband. Mrs. Montfort’s brother, Charles 
Reynolds, lives with Wilson Stilson, his step- 
father. Mr. Farrington'’s wood-pile is between the 
Stilson place and Montfort’s store. Reynolds was 
not to be found yesterday,and the authorities 
searched Stilson’s house for him. Some. blood 
spots were noticed on Wilson Stilson’s shirt-cuff, 
and he was at onee placed under arrest. He, how- 
ever, made a satisfactory explanation to the Coro- 
neras to how the spots came on his shirt, and he 
was.soon released. The feeling in the village is 
against Mrs. Montfort’s relations, and it was re- 
ported yesterday that when Mrs. Montfort went 
away on Friday she was heard to say that ‘‘she 
hoped the old man’s throat would be cut before 
she got back.”’ Last evening all members of the 
Stilson family were placed under the surveillance 
of officers. 

The murdered man was fora longtime a public 
school teacher. He had been admitted to the Bat 
as a lawyer, ana he was a2 member of a Masonic 
lodge.

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THE ALDERMEN MEET. 

The Board of Aldermen met yesterday for 
the first time since July 25. Alderman Levy offered 
a resolution— which was,.of course, adopted—ten- 
dering to the working men of New-York the 
“heartfelt and earnest sympathy” of the Al- 


dermen in “their movement for independ- 
ence and freedom from corporate monopo- 
lies and their powerful influence,’”’ declar- 
ing that “the working man is entitled to a 
fair share of the products of his toil.” Alderman 
Brady introduced a preamble and resolution recit- 
ing the fact that Chief Engineer George W. Mel- 
ville, of the lost arctic steamer Jeannette, was on 
his way to this City, and providing for the appoint- 
ment of acommittee of three Aldermen to meet 
him on his arrival and tender to him the use of the 
Governor’s room in the City Hall fora vublic re- 
ception at any time which he might select. The 
resolution was adopted, and Messrs. Brady, Mc- - 
Clave, and Roosevelt were named as the commit- 
tee after Mr. McClave had highly eulogized En- 
gineer Melville. A communication was received 
from Mayor Grace, inelosing a letter*from Mrs. C. 
F. Pond, ot Newport. urging that the manufacture 
and saie of toy pistols should be prohibited in this 
City by ordinance. A resolution by Alderman 
Waite, which was referred to the Committee ou 
Law, called on the owners of the land under watet 
in the Hudson River, west of Eleventh-avenue, 
from Twenty-hfth to Twenty-seventh streets, to 
open Thirteenth-avenue for public use, as required 


by law. 
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FIRE IN EAST TWENTY-NINTE-STREET. 
The third floor of the four-story brick build- 
ings Nos. 202 and 204 East Twenty-ninth-street was 
on fire at 7:30 o’clock last night. The fire was 
fully under control at 8 o’clock, but the flames had 


gutted the two upper floors, and the Joss is about 
$21,000. The buildings are owned by D, M. Koeh- 
ler, who has a “distillery” in the ground floor 
of No. 204. The ground floor of No, 202 and 
the upper floors of the buildings are occupied 
by eight individuals. The fire started from un- 
known cause in the tobacco-cutting establishment 
of Adolph Moonelis, a cigar-maker, of No. 649 
Second-avenue. The losses are estimated as fol- 
lows: D. M. Koehler, on building, $3,500; on stock, 
$1,200, fully insured; Augustus Schaefer, scissors 
and razor grinder, ground floor of No. 202, $500, im 
sured; R. Ecoubert, machinist, second floor, $3,000;

spector. He says itis absurd to say that small-pox 
is ‘‘ epidemic” in Paterson, when there are barely 
20 cases in a population of 60,000. He believes the 
disease will be stamped cut within two weeks, and 
that its further spread will be immediately ar- 
rested. The pubile schools are closed this week, 
and will possibly be kept closed next week also.

MR. INGERSOLL’S PLEAS 


ASSURING THE JURY THAT NOTH. 
ING HAS BEEN PROVED. 

THE COURT-ROOM CROWDED—A DEPEND- 
ENOE UPON VARIANCE IN DATES—CLAIM 
THAT NO CHARGES HAVE BEEN PROVED 
—THE DORSEYS BOTH HONEST MEN. 

Wasnincton, Sept. 5.—Fully one-half of 
the persons who this morning filled the Criminal 
Court room were ladies, among them being Mrs. 
Dorsey, who, with a party of friends, sat directly 
in the rear of the defense table. Judge Wylie’s 
first remark, as he took his seat on the bench, was 
4 jocular one—in relation to the sizeof the audi- 
ence which had been attracted by the prospect of 
listening to Mr. Ingersoll’s argument. After the 
opening of the court Judge Wylie inquired of Mr. 
Wilson whether the communication of the Second 
Assistant Postmaster-General to the Postmaster- 
General, and by him transmitted to Congress, call- 
ing attention to a deficiency in the star service ap- 
propriation, had been presented in evidence. Mr. 
gag replied that he did not think that it had 

een. 

Mr. Ingersoll then began his argument. He had 
not ene word to say in defense of any man who 
he believed had robbed the Treasury. The jury 
had been toid that the people of the United States 
were a demoralized people; that a tide of dis- 
honesty was rising ready to sweep from one shore 
of the country to the other. It had been appealed 
to to find innocent men guilty in order that this 
tide might be successfully resisted. If the jury be- 
lieved beyond a doubt that the defendants were 
guilty, it must find them so, in order to pre- 
serve its self-respect. The only mercy the de- 
fendants asked of the jury was the meroy 
of an honest verdict, according to the evidence and 
according to the law. An honest verdict was a 
verdict in accordance with the evidence. Who- 
ever found a verdict to please power, whoever vio- 
lated his conscience that he might be in accord 
or supposed accord with an Administration or a 
Government was bribed; whoever found a verdict 
that he might increase his reputation was bribed; 
whoever found a verdict for fear he would lose his 
reputation was bribed; who even bent to public 
demands or bowed before the public press was 
bribed. Fear, prejudice, malice, the love of appro- 
bation bribed a thousand men where gold bribed 
one. An honest verdict was the result not of fear, 
but of courage; not of prejudice, but of candor; 
and, above all, it was the result of a love of jus- 
tice. The minds of the jurors should not be affected 
by the froth, by the friction, by the fury of this 
brosecution. 

Then, turning toan examination of the indict- 
ment, Mr. Ingersoll argued that the overt acts 
charged must be proved exactly as alleged, no mat- 
ter whether the description Was unnecessary or 
not. In support of this position he quoted from 
numerous authorities, until the court suggested 
that that was a legal position which would not be 
controverted, and suggested that it was unneces- 
sary for Mr. Ingersoll to cite further authorities, 
Mr. Ingersoll then proceeded to a minute§analysis 
of the charges in the indictment, first taking up 
and examining the Kearney-Kent route. The first 
charge in relation to this route was that false and 
altered petitions had been filed, when? The in- 
flictment charged thatthe date was June 10, 1879. 
The evidence showed that the petitions were filed 
April 30, 1879. That was a fatal variance, and the 
eternal end of that overt act. The next overt act 
charged was that on July 10, 1879, false oaths haa 
been filed. Suppose that the oaths had been false, 
the evidence showed that they were filed April 
8, 1879—another fatal variance and the end of an- 
other overt act. The next overt act charged was 
that on July 10, 1879, an order for expedition was 
made by Brady. As a matter of fact, the 
order was signed by French. This was 
a misdescription. No matter whether Brady 
told French to sign it, it was not signed 
by Brady — an absolute, fatal variance, 
Mr. Ingersoll pursued this line of argument through 
all the routes, showing the variances which existed 
between the charges in the indictment and the 
evidence, especially in relation to dates. Making 
a résumé of his argument, he said that in the in- 
dictment there were 12 charges as to filing false pe- 
titions, 10 charges as to false oaths, seven charges 
as to fraudulently signing sub-contracts. The evi- 
dence showed that the 10 oaths were true; that it 
was impossible fraudulently to file a sub-contract, 
and that the petitions were absolutely genuine and 
honest, with two exceptions. The prosecution had 
tried to prove that in one petition the words 
‘“ schedule 13 hours’? had been inserted, but he de- 
nied that the evidence sustained that claim. The 
other petition which the prosecution claimed to be 
fraudulent was the ‘‘ Utah” petition, and this had 
remained unacted upon by the Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General. 

Mr. Ingersoll, addressing the court, said that he 
supposed he could with propriety draw an infer- 
ence as to the policy of the Post Office Department 
trom the papers presented in this case. 

The court replied that he had refused to receive 
evidence on that subject when offered by the de- 
fense, for the simple reason that he was of opinion 
that no Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
could establish any policy for the Government or 
for any branch of the Government. The policy of 
the Government was to be found in the law, and 
the court was unwilling to let the Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General set up his policy in defense of 
his case. He had no right to have a policy. 

Mr. Ingersoll replied that he had never sought to 

et up the policy of the Second Assistant Post- 

ter-General, or had never dreamed of such a 

g. <All he had insisted was that the general 
policy of the head of adepartment might be fol- 
lowed by his subordiate officers without laying 
or laa open to the charge of having been pur- 
chased, 

Mr. Ingersoll then took up the charges of pay- 
ment of false claims, taking up first the Koarney- 
Kent route. On this route the prosecution claimed 
that a payment of $552 72 had been made ona false 
claim presented by Peck and Vaile. There was no 
evidence to show that the expedition was fraudu- 
lent, but, conceding that It was, the total amount 
of the false payment was $16 60. The record fur- 
ther showed that Peck did not present this 
claim. The same was true of the other route. 
{Incidentally Mr. Ingersoll mentioned Turner's 
name, and severely criticised the action of the 

rosecution in regard to that defendant. He had 

een indicted, taken from his home, pursued as 

though he were awild beast. The Government 
could not prove a single thing against him, and 
there was only one course left—to dismiss him with 
aninsult. The prosecution alleged that J. W. Dor- 
sey received by fraud $124,591. The evidence 
showed that there were seven Dorsey routes which 
paid $58,994 30, and in truth Dorsey got only $392. 
Not another copper. That he should insist was a 
fatal variance. Every link in the chain of the 
ndictment was a mistake or a falsehood. It 
was made by adding mistake to falsehood, 
and what the indictment weaved the 
evidence raveied. Why were the false 
dates put into the indictment? The prosecution 
had to deceive the Grand Jury. It would not do 
to tell the Grand Jury that the defendants con- 
spired on May 23, and in pursuance of that con- 
spiracy filed affidavits on April 3 preceding. Then 
they had to deceive the court; because if the true 
dates had been set forth in the indictment, the 
court would have instantly said, ‘‘ You cannot 
prove a conspiracy on May 23 by showing overt 
acts in April previous.’ Did the prosecution ex- 
pect to win the case on this indictment? No. But 
they could keep it in court long enough to allow 
them to attack and malign the character of the 
defendants, long enough to vent their venom and 
spleen on good and honest men, and justify in 
part the commencement of this infamous prosecu- 
tion. 

After the recess Mr. Ingersoll said that in the 
torenoon he had tried to strip the green leaves off 
the indictment; he now proposed to attack the 
main Jimbs and the trunk. What was the scheme 
of the indictment? 

Firsi—That the contractor defendants had _ writ- 
ten, or procured to be written, fraudulent com- 
munications, letters, and applications. Was there 
the slightest evidence that a fraudulent letter was 
ever written? Not the slightest. 

Second—That they attached forged names to peti- 
tions. Was there any evidence of that except in 
one case, and the evidence in this was that 
the ean was made before the petition was re- 
ceived. 

Jhird—That. they procured the signatures of 
persons not living on the routes on which service 
— expedited. There was no evidence of that 
act. 

Fourth—That they made false oaths and decla- 
rations. 

Fisth—That Turner falsely indorsed the jackets 
containing petitions, This indictment against 
Turner had been changed into a certificate of good 
moral character. When he (Mr. Ingersoll) knew a 
man who had fought for the flag of his country, 
who had lain on the field of Gettysburg witha 


Confedefate bullet in his leg, he was glad to have: 


the evidence to show that man to be not only a 
patriot but an honest man with a spotless reputa- 
tion. He did not believe that in order to be a good 
man one had to be as cold as an icicle. He did not 
think that if a man wished to be like God (if there 
was a God) it was necessary to be heartless, 

Sivth—That Brady, for the benefit, gain, and 
profit of all the defendants, did something or 
other. He wished to place special emphasis on the 
word “‘all,’’ tor that included Turner. 

Seventh—That Brady had not entered fines 
against contractors when they did not perform 
their service. What evidence was there of that? 
That the whole amount of fines imposed by Brady 
amounted to $126,865, and that he remitted fines to 
the amount of $23,000 only. 

Highth—That Brady fraudulently cut off service 
and then put it on again. That appeared in two 
cases, the one involving $39 and the other some- 
thing more. 

ANinth—That the defendants fraudulently filed 
sub-contracts. The evidence showed that that was 
an impossible offense. j 

This was the scheme of the indictment, and he 
insisted that that scheme must be proved precisely 
as it had been laid, without the variation of a hair. 
In support of this proposition he cited Starkey’s 
Criminal Law, Roscoe’s Criminal Evidence, and 
other authorities. He also called the court’s at- 
tention tothe case of the King against Poleman 
et al. (10th Campbell.) It was there shown that 
one of the conspirators, named Watson, was in ig- 
norance of the manner in which the fruits of the 
conspiracy were to be divided, while the indict- 
ment charged that he knew the manner in which 
the division was to be made. Lord Ellenborougir 
Btated that Watson must be acquitted, on the 
ground that all the defendanis must be cognizant 
of the conspiracy precisely as statea in the indiot- 
ment. So, in this case, the prosecution must not 
only prove the indictment according to the scheme 
described, but they must prove that every de- 
fendant knew the scheme—how it was to be ac- 
complished. 

The Court—In the case you cited Watson was ac- 
guitted. What was done with the others ? 

Mr. Ingersoll—They were found guilty because

they were guilty as the indictment c ed. 
toe torte Jury. Mr. Ingersoll said that he would 


ask the court to instruct them that no matter how 
guilty the defendants might be they had to be 
tried by this indictment and by no other. The prose- 
cution had said that the money was to be divided 
amongeverybody. Was there any evidence that 
there was any division ? 

_ The Court—That is not the question. The ques- 
tion is, With what view was the conspiracy entered 
into? The object of the conspiracy might have 
failed; the money might not have been divided, 
rie the conspiracy might still have been entered 

nto, 

Mr. Ingersoll—But xf they set forth in the indict- 


' ment that the money was divided, that statement 


is not worth a last year’s dead leaf unless they 
proveit. It amounts to nothing more than char- 
onan engraved upon the waters or written on the 
ogs. 


Mr. Ingersoll then examined the testimony in 


relation to J. W. Dorsey's connection with the | 


conspiracy, and first he impressed upon the jury 
that suspicion was not evidence. If these were 
taken out of this case—suspicions, rumors, preju- 
dices, epithets, and arrogant declarations—the 
amount of real evidence would be surprisingly 
small. Prejudice would give the lie toall the 
other senses. It would swear the north star out of 
the sky of truth. It was the womb of injustice, 
and the man who could not rise above prejudice 
was nota civilized man, buta barbarlan. He did 
not wish this case tried by prejudice. Mr. Merrick 
had said in his address that he had once argued 
that the jury were judges of the law as well as of 
the fact, but that at the same time he did not be- 
lieve that it was a safe and true doctrine. Was ne 
candid then; was he candid now? His doctrine 
appeared to be this: When I am afraid of the 
court I insist that the jury are judges of 
the law; when I am_e afraid «of the 
jury I turn the law over tothe court. He (Mr. 
Ingersoll) believed J. W. Dorsey to be absolutely 
an honest man. Mr. Merrick had called John W. 
Dorsey a perjurer because he made two affidavits 
on the same route—No. 38,145. No such charge 
was made in the indictment, but he would answer 
it. Mr. Ingersoll then went on to show that the 
two aftidavits, though filed on the same day, were 
not made within a month of each other. The only 
question was whether the last aflidavit was made 
for the purpose of perpetrating a fraud upon the 
Government. The first aftidavit stated that 10 
men and horses were required to perform the then 
service, and that underthe proposed schedule 37 
would be required. If the pay had been calculated 
on that affidavit it would have amounted 
to $13,488. The second affidavit said that the then 
service required 20 men and animals, and that the 
proposed service would require 54. Under that 
second affidavit, which the prosecution said was a 
willful and corrupt perjury, he only got $4,457. 
Nothing had been shown in this case more calcu- 
lated to put J. W. Dorsey in a grander light than 
this very affidavit. There was no evidence toshow 
that he had ever spoken with Brady or Turner; 
that he had ever entered into any agreement with 
them of any sort, character, or description, at any 
place, at any time, on any subject, for any purpose. 
There was no evidence that he had ever received a 
solitary dollar from the United States except $392. 
In other words, the testimony showed that John 
W. Dorsey was an honest man, and there was no 
jury, never had been, never would be, that would 
find a man like that guilty on evidence such as had 
been presented, 

Now, he came to speak of his other client, Ste- 
phen W. Dorsey. a friend of his,a man who was 
not simply a politician, but a statesman. Mr. Me- 
Sweeny, in bis opening address, had stated that S. 
W. Dorsey had iost money on his star route, and 
Mr. Merrick had criticised the defense for not call- 
ing Bosler to prove the statement. He (Mr. Inger- 
soll) wanted to know why the prosecution had not 
put Bosier on the stand to prove that Dorsey had 
not lost money. 

Mr. Merrick—There was no evidence whatever 
as to whether 8. W. Dorsey lost money on these 
routes, and the’ statement of the counsel in open- 
ing cannot be used, I submit, as evidence by the 
counsel in closing. 

The Court—I understand that the remarks now 
made are in reply to remarks made in the opening. 

Mr. Merrick—The opening of their cwn counsel. 

Mr. Ingersoll—Mr. McSweeny said that s. W. 
Dorsey had lost money, and Mr. Merrick askea 
why we had not brought Bosler to prove that. 

Mr, Merrick—Not as to the money, but as to the 
distribution of routes and the loan of money to 
Dorsey and Dorsey’s transfer of the routes to Bos- 
ler as security for the money, 

The Court—-[ shall not interfere. 

Mr. Ingersoll—Good. 

The Court—I think the remark is in reply to an 
observation of your own, Mr. Merrick. ; 

Mr. Ingersoll then commented at some length 
upon the fact that the Government had not called 
Bosler, and next turned his attention to the overt 
acts charged against 8. W. Dorsey. He was de 
lighted at having an opportunity to answer and 
answer forever ail the infamous things said against 
that man. He analyzed the charges brought 
against Dorsey, claimed that the evidence wholly 
failed to sustain them, and then went into a re- 
capitulation of those charges, whieh, he 
serted, consisted of two mistakes and 
impossible offense. The mistakes were the charges 
of filing false petitions and affidavits, the impossi- 
ble offense the filing of fraudulent sub-contracts 
Dorsey had been called a robber and a thief, but 
the evidence showed that he was an honest man 
Mr. Ingersoll quoted from Mr. Merrick’s remarks 
some sentences which he claimed conveyed a false 
impression to the jury, and with a great deal of 
emphasis said: ‘* There {s not money enough in 
the Treasury, there is not gold and silver 
enough in the veins of this world to tempt me to 
mistake evidence when a man is on trial for his 
life or his liberty.” 

The court then adjourned, Mr. Ingersoll stating 
that he would close his address to-morrow fore 
noon. The Attorney-General will follow.

PROGRESS OF THE TELEPHON: 
MEETING OF S NATIONAI

BOSTON—SEVENTY THOUSAND SUBSCRIB 
ERS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Boston, Sept. 5.—The National Telephone 

Association met at the Hote! Vendome in this city

The attendance was very large, and repre- 
sentatives were present from all parts of the coun- 
try. ‘he following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President—Ex-Goy. Marshall Jewell, 
of Connecticut; Vice-President—James B. Speed, 
Louisville, Ky.; Secretary—C. N. Fay, Chicago: 
Treasurer —F. G. Beach, Chicago: Member 
of the Advisory Committee—George C. Maynard, 
for three years; Executive Committee--J. 0. Vaille, 
Denver, W. H. Eckert, New-York; George L. Phil- 
lips, Boston; Robert Morton, Philadelphia. Morris 
F. Tyler, of New-Haven, of the Committee on Legis- 
lation, made an extended report, giving the laws 
affecting the use of the telephone in the States of 
the Union and the decisions of the courts under 
them, in which it appeared that little uniformity 
exists, and that the laws are much more favorable 
to the companies in the East than in the West. 
A discussion followed, which was participated in by 
Messrs. Bundy, Beach, Fay, Spang, Tyler, and others, 
in which it appeared that there is a singular con- 
flict in the decision of the courts, and little uni- 
formity in the experience of the different compa- 
nies as to the liability for damages as to sidewalks, 
trees, and houses, On motion the report was 
placed on file, to be published ;with the report of the 
proceedings. C. N. Fay, of Chicago, of the Com- 
mittee on Central Office System and Apparatus Ex- 
change Statistics, reported that reports had been 
received from 81 exchanges, representing some 
29,000 subscribers. There are about 60,000 to 70,000 
subscribers in the United States. In New-York 
there are 2,872, and the smallest number in any one 
place is 10. There is a steady and continued growth 
all over the country. The number of connections 
increase each month at all localities with improved 
service 

The Committee on Line Construction and Main- 
tenance not being prepared to report, opportunity 
was givento the members to express their views 
on that topic. W. A. Jackson, of the Telephonic 
and Telegraph Construction Company, Detroit, 
Mich., gave a brief description of his experience 
with the line from Detroit to Port Huron, 68 miles 
in length, with reference to induction. He said 
conversation is carried on simultaneously with 
little difficulty ontwo wires, and but elght feet 
apart. No disturbance whatever js occasioned by 
two persons talking at the same time. 

E. 8. Babcock, of the Evansville (Ind.) Telephone 
Exchange Company, gave an interesting account 
of 400 miles of wire maintained by his company 
and worked successfully without insulators of any 
kind by simply attaching the wires to the poles. 
He said no difficulty was experienced in sending 
messages, and it was found that the wires thus 
situated worked better than those insulated. 

President Jewell explained the disadvantages of 
thickly setted communities over others, owing to 
the number of telegraph, electric light, and fire 
alarm wires inthe neighborhood of lines, by which 
conversation is at times rendered almost inaudible. 
A short discussion followed as to the advisability 
of soldering jointsin wires, and the opinion of those 
present was unanimously in favor of this method. 

The North-western Telephone Association, of 
Minneapolis, Minn., and the Winnepesaukee Tele- 
phone Company, of New-Hampshire, were elected 
members of the association, and the Bridgeport 
Brass Company was elected an honorary member. 
The association then adjourned until 11 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. 

On Thursday the members of the association 
will make an excursion down the harbor as guests 
of the Bell Telephone Company, of this city. All 
apparatus connected with perfect telephone 
service, together with many of the recent improve- 
ments in instruments, call bells, transmitters, 
wires, batteries, &c., are on exhibition in the 
rooms adjoining thatin which the association is 
holding its meetings.

HEALTH ALONG Tik NEW-JERSEY COAST. 

LonG BRANCH, Sept. 5.—The publicity given 
to the alleged cases of typhoid fever at the Hotel 
Bellevue has led to a thorough examination of the 
sewerage system of the hotels along the sea-coast 
in Monmouth County.

The facts set forth in the affidavit of Dep- 
uty Attorney-General DENNison with refer- 
ence to the conduct of the Receiver of the 
Atlantic Mutual Life Insurance Company 
are very serious. The Receiver was EDWARD 
NEwcoms, of Albany, and he was appointed 
by Judge WEstBROOK in1878. The Judge’s 
transactions in this connection were a part of 
those which formed the basis of the proposed 
impeachment last Winter. The affidavit of At- 
torney-General RussELu’s deputy sets forth 
that Newcoms has paid to his counsel, one 
Henry Smytu, some thirty-five thousand 
dollars, two-thirds of which payment being 
wholly unauthorized and illegal, and the re- 
mainder, if paid upon any order from a 
Justice, then upon one concealed from the 
knowledge of those entitled to know of its 
registration. A like statement is made 
with reference to an allowance of $22,000 
taken by NEwcoms himself, for which if 
any authority was given it was surrepti- 
tiously obtained and afterward kept secret 
from those entitled to a knowledge of it. It 
will be seen that while these charges 
are very grave so far as NeEwcoms is 
concerned, they are likely to prove still 
more so in their bearing upon the Judge 
who may have given authority to Newcoun 
‘‘surreptitiously.’””

The Secretary of the Treasury has en- 
tered into an agreement with the Board of 
Commissioners of Emigration of this State 
for carrying on the work of receiving and 
caring for the immigrants arriving at this 
port in accordance with the provisions of 
the recent act of Congress.

PATRONAGE IN NEW-YORKE POLI- 
TICS. 

The present situation of the Republican 
Party in this State throws a good deal of 
light on the question of the effect of the 
spoils system in politics. It has been main- 
tained obstinately, and often sincerely, by 
those who believe in the bestowal of patron- 
age for political purposes, that no great party 
could be successfully managed unless the 
possession of the whole body of the offices, 
appointive as well as elective, were held out 
as aninducement to perform the work neces- 
sary in a political organization. It is idle, 
we have been told over and over again, to 
expect that the ‘‘ workers’? can be found, 
and can be kept to their task, by any other 
method. And this doctrine has been so ex- 
tended that ‘‘ practical politics’ has come to 
mean the judicious and skillful distribution 
of appointments, not only to carry elec- 
tions, but to secure the nomination of 
those persons for elective positions who 
are regarded by the leaders as the most fit- 
ting. Itis in no way unjust to the present 
Administration to say that its members hold 
this view with great tenacity and apply it 
with the vigor of conviction and the confi- 
dence of long experience. To any impar- 
tial and intelligent observer it must be plain 
that their tactics have been highly injurious 
to the party and have worked much mis- 
chief, with a possibility of much more and 
worse, to the public interests. 

The people of the State are about to 
choose a Governor. The post is one of 
great importance and dignity, second, since 
the change in our Constitution, to none in 
the United States except that of President. 
If the Republican Party of New-York 
have any excuse for existence whatever, 
it must be in its capacity | to select 
and elect a candidate fit for this 
position. Left - to itself, the party 
would have no. difficulty ; whatever . in 
doing this. Such a candidate is presented 
in the incumbent of the office. . He has been 
proved to be fitted for his place by the su- 
preme test-of experience. For nearly three 
years he has discharged the duties of the 
office with conspicuous success. He has 
been the hardest-working, most patient, and 
watchful Governor that the State has had 
ygince the close of the war. He has met 
‘the requirements imposed by the amend- 
‘ments to the Constitution with great judg- 
“ment and fidelity. He has guarded the 
Treasury with diligence and firmness; he 
has exercised the power over legislation in- 
trusted to him intelligently and fairly; he 
has been above all suspicion of yielding to 
the evil influences which always besiege 
his high office, and for another term 
it is perfectly plain that he would do even 
better than he has done in the past. The 
Republican Party as a legitimate political 
organization, a union of those who have the 
same aims with reference to public affairs 
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and join themselves together to carry them 
out, is bound to renominate and re-elect the 
Governor who has proved so faithful to the 
true purposes of the party and so admirably 
fitted to carry them forward still further. 
There is no room for doubt that the great 
majority of the disinterested and conscien- 
tious members of the party see that this 
would be the right thing to do, and would 
do it if the machinery of nomination were 
left to the control of those who should direct 
it. The only serious obstacle to the con- 
summation of this natural and proper politi- 
cal action is the interference of Federal 
office-holders, 

The patronage which the advocates of the 
spoils system, including the present Admin- 
istration, hold to be indispensable to vigor- 
ous party life is the one thing that prevents 
the Republican Party in New-York from 
doing what is its plain duty to do and what 
every legitimate principle in politics com- 
mands it todo. It is the spoils system, and 
that alone, which stands in the way of the 
party, which seeks to defeat its healthy op- 
eration, which, in short, does exactly the 
opposite of that for which its supporters 
pretend that it is required. There is no ap- 
preciable popular opposition to Gov. Cor- 
NELL’S renomination in the Republican 
Party. The only opposition there is is mani- 
fested by Federal office-holders or office- 
seekers from narrow, selfish, dishonorable 
motives. So far from being essential to 
party success, the patronage and promises of 
patronage distributed among this class tend 
to thwart the party will, to pervert its ac- 
tion, and to secure its defeat. 

Nor is this the worst feature of the case. 
Though the opposition to the renomination 
of the Governor comes directly from the 
office-holders and office-seekers, they are 
largely inspired by the most corrupt and 
dangerous financial adventurer that the 
country has ever seen. ? It isin the machin- 
ery propelled by patronage and swayed by 
ex-Senator Conkuina and the Adminis- 
tration that Jay Goutp finds the instru- 
ment ready to his hand to mold the action 
of the Republican Party to his will. His 
hold upon that machinery, secured through 
the purchase of ex-Senator ConKLING, is 
very firm, and the Administration, from 
motives of its own, does not stir a finger to 
loosen it. If the spoils system did net pre- 
vail, if every Federal office were admunis- 
tered on purely business principles, if the 
tenure of Federal officers depended solely on 
their performance of their public duties, 
Mr. Gou.p would be practically powerless 
to influence the of tne Repub- 
lican Party. Thus it is * seen that 
the much-vaunted machinery ; of pat 
ronage not only does not promote the 
healthy activity of the party, but directly 
interferes with the party’s accomplishment 
of obvious duty, the party’s pursuit of its 
highest interest, and its performance of the

WORKING MEN’S MOTTOES. 

A large force of the working men of this 
City and neighborhood indulged in a parade 
and picnic yesterday, apparently for the 
purpose of enjoying a holiday, and at the 
same time making an exhibition of numeri- 
cal strength. In the latter respect it was 
not so imposing a display as was antici- 
pated. Ten thousand : men . marched 
through the streets with bands of music, 
having the recreations of. a beer- 
garden in prospect. It was an order- 
ly procession and a cheerful display of 
working people with leisure enough for a 
special day’s diversion. It seems to have 
been no part of the object of the demonstra- 
tion to air the grievances or press the 
claims of labor, but the occasion was taken 
by the various organizations to give inci- 
dental expression to their sentiments upon 
banners. There wer2 many of these with 
strange devices," but their variety and 
vagueness gave little indication of any 
clearly defined purpose animating the ranks 
of labor. 

The character of some of these inscrip- 
tions illustrated in a curious way tho ina- 
bility of the class which tries to distinguish 
itself as peculiarly: the. laboring . class to 
comprehend its true position and relations. 
‘‘Labor Creates All Wealth,’”’ ‘‘ Labor Pays 
All Taxes,’’ ‘“‘ The Laborer Must Receive and 
Enjoy the Full Fruit of His Labor,’’ ‘ To the 
Workers Should Belong the Wealth,’’ are 
mottoes which taken together seem to mean 
that the working men represented in the pa- 
rade are the producers of the wealth of the 
community, and are entitled to possess and 
enjoy it, but are in some way defrauded of 
their rights. If they really, believed this 
they would probably. be less cheerful, and 


would be battling for their proper posses-, 


sions instead of making holiday. : Possibly 
they know that they are not, in reality the 
laboring : class, but.merely a, part of the 
great class ,of- laborers ‘who | substantially 
make up the entire community, but their 
recognition of this fact is not very, clear. 
The mottoes ‘which we have cited are true 
enough if a sufficiently comprehensive mean- 
ing is given to the terms labor and laborer. 
Every one who -works. with his, brain, who 
applies ; accumulated, capital | to . industry, 
who directs or facilitates ,the operations. of 
industry and the exchange of its products, 
is just as truly a laboring’ man as he 
who : toils with ; his hands. or , applies 
manual skill to the. converaion ; of ma- 
terials “ to perfected forms, and + each 
contributes to the creation of wealth and 
the payment-of taxes and is entitled to a 
share in the fruits of labor in proportion to 
the value ot his service in the production of 
net results. - A recognition of this broad 
but simple fact would dissipate the griev- 
ance intended to be implied ina restricted 
definition of the mottoes. 

Another class of these inscriptions indi- 
cates a similar narrow comprehension of the 
working of industrial forces, for instance, 
“Eight Hours fora Legal Day’s Work,” 
‘* Less Hours and More Pay,”’ ‘‘ Less Work 
and More Pay.’’ The man who works at a 
trade or uses physical strength and skill in 
the various processes that constitute indus- 
try and traffic seems somehow to regard 
himself as subject to a different law from 


that which determines for others the re-_ 


wards which their labor brings. It is a 
part of the same fallacy that assumes that 
labor is the heritage of a class and not 
of mankind in general. In this country 
it can hardly be said that a non-laboring 
class exists. Men are paid or obtain re- 
muneration in one form or manner and an- 
other substantially in proportion to the value 
of their services—the degree to which they 
contribute toward the common result. If 
this is lessened by shortening the hours of 
labor the reward must be proportionally 
diminished and will be in spite of declara- 
tions or legislation. ‘‘ Less work and more 
pay’ is as absurd an expression as ‘* less 
trade and more profit.’” Other inscriptions, 
such as ‘‘ Pay No Rent,”’ are simply grotesque 
in their disregard of the inevitable operation 
of the laws that regulate the relations of men 
with each other. 

The chief impression produced by a labor 
demonstration is almost invariably that of a 
lack of comprehension among those taking 
part in it of the elements of the problem 
which they are’ continually trying to 
solve. The line is a shadowy . one 
which separates what is called the 
laboring class from the rest of the 
working forces in the community. There 
is no barrier there whatever, and somehow 
when a man becomes capable of dealing with 
the labor problem intelligently he manages 
to get out of the class most concerned in its 
solution. There is just one solution to this 
problem for working men, and if they could 
recognize it and bend their energies to its 
accomplishment they would make far great- 
er progress. It consists in the promotion of 
clearer . intelligence, . better knowledge, and 
higher character, in. short, in «constantly 
raising the standard, which will inevitably 
tend toward equalizing rewards for indus- 
trial effort. 


SOJOURNERS BY THE SEA. 


More than ever during the past Summer 
the current of travel in this country has set 
toward the sea-shore of the New-England 
States. In little villages on Cape Cod, in 
out-of-the-way nooks on the coast of Maine, 
were to be found representatives of the 
Western and South-western, as well 
as of the Middle, States. It - is 
only a few years ago since © the 
fairly well-to-do merchant in this part of the 
country thought that he gave his family all 
the Summer outing that they needed ina 
trip of a few weeks to the mountains or to 
some sea-side resort. Those who came from 
the West were relatively few in number and 
were found hardly anywhere except at great 
centres of fashion, such, for instance, as 
Saratoga and Newport. It was with them 
merely a flying trip, with no intention of 
securing what may be termed climatic 
change. But of late years these methods of 
passing the Summer have been materially 
modified. ‘Those who would have thought, 
fifteen ago, that a 
fortnight or weeks’ absence from 
their town homes was all the change that 
their families needed, have now to arrange 
for a distinct Summer home to be occupied 
two, three, and even four months. It has 
& custom, among

become more and more 
those who can afford it, to own the houses 
where they pass their Summers; none the 
less the number of those who engage suites 
of rooms at our sea-side hotels for the en- 
tire season is constantly increasing. But it 
is the growth of this disposition among the 
Western people that is particularly noticea- 
ble. . One will accidentally stumble upon 
some freshly built little village on the New- 
England coast, miles removed from the near- 
est railway station, and learn that the neat 
dwellings which crown the promontory or 
border the bay are owned chiefly by resi- 
dents of St. Louis,. Chicago, or Milwaukee, 
who live in them through each Summer. 


How the inhabitants of these far-away 
cities were drawn to these places it would be 
hard to say. A former resident of Maine or 
Massachusetts may have gone back to visit 
the home of his boyhood, and, renewing his 
affection for the old place, may have induced 
some of his Western neighbors to make it 
their Summer home. However the result 
was brought about, it is in itself a desirable 
one. Each year the number enlarges of 
those in the West who have the means which 
will enable them to travel, and it is satisfac- 
tory to find that the wealth they have ac- 
quired is used in so judiciousa manner. The 
large cities in the Western States may be 
healthy enough; indeed, it is claimed for 
some of them that their rates of mortality 
are exceptionally low; still, the head of a 
household at Minneapolis or Omaha, not to 
speak of larger places, who can give to his 
children the privilege of two or three months 
each year of free, out-of-door life, spent in 
boating, fishing, and bathing in the salt 
water, is likely to be the father of sons and 
daughters blessed with more than the aver- 
age of health and strength. 

The effect of this tendency among the 
wealthy people in the West to spend their 
Summers at the sea-shore is destined to ex-: 
ercise a marked , influence upon the relative- 
ly small tract of ccuntry toward which they 
naturally turn. . Kew persons would think 
of going to a.sea-side Summer resort which 


was south: of: the.capes,;of Delaware, and: 


the New-Jersey'and Long Island shores are 
sought by those: who live in their neighbor- 
hood more than: by those who have to 
come to them = froma. great « distance. 
The . places" which seem to - offer most 
attractions to. our Western countrymen are 
the shores of Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts, New-Hampshire, and Maine. Along 
this border the . natural « attractions are 
greater, the weather in Summer is cooler, 
and greater freedom of individual action is 
permitted than at the more pretentious sea- 
side resorts nearer this City. This annual tide, 


setting first eastward and then westward,. 


has only ‘just begun. These Summer settle- 
ments made by the people from the West on 
the shores of the. Atlantic have all been built 
up within a very few years. ; But a genera- 
tion hence the number who will make this 
annual pilgrimage will be increased ten-fold. 
A practice which is fashionable and at the 
same time healthful and sensible js certain 
to have a rapid growth in public favor. 
The men, women, and children who 
will shortly return to Chicago, St. 
Louis, and elsewhere, with darkly tanned 
faces and with every indication of vigorous 
vitality, are certain by the contrast they will 
offer to the sallow faces around them to 
make numerous converts to the growing 
custom, _ Then. too. the West is increasing 
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in wealth at a prodigious rate, thus giving 
opportunities that have before been wanting. 
Later on, itis probable that thousands of 
families in the South will also have regular 
Summer residences at different points on 
our Northern coast. Under these circum- 
stances it would not be strange if land of a 
desirable character, on the coast line re- 
ferred to, advanced very considérably in 
value within the next decade. There are 
hundreds of attractive spots that have not 
yet been invaded on the sandy shores of 
Cape Cod and on the rocky islands that 
skirt the coast of Maine; but in this respect 
ten years will make a great difference. It 
‘seems pretty evident that Eastern New-Eng- 
land is destined to be the Summer home of 
a large number of wealthy Americans.

A NEW RELIGION. 


The Religion of Humanity, invented by the 
late AuGusTE ComrTzs, is in many respects an 
ingenious religion. It has not, however, met 
with the success which its inventor hoped for. 
There was no great difficulty in inducing 
various men to believe that there is no Gep 
and that there is no future life. This part 
of the Positivist creed was so simple that a 
Watkins Glen ‘‘Free Thinker’ could un- 
derstand and accept it without difficulty. 
When, however, the convert to the Religion 
of Humanity was told that in addition to his 
disbeliefs he must solemnly worship Hu- 
manity, in accordance with a ritual almost 
as elaborate as that of the Church of 
Rome, he usually declined to do any- 
thing of the kind. The Humanity 
worshiped by the Positivists seemed to the 
unprejudiced mind almost as incompre- 
hensible as the Gop of the Christians. By 
_“*Humanity”’ the Positivists did not mean 
the human race. They had no desire to 
worship Lord BEACONSFIELD or the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, as they would have 
been compelled to do had they made the 
entire human race, of which BEACONSFIELD 
and the Archbishop were component parts, 
the object of their worship. The ‘‘ Human- 
ity” worshiped by the Positivists was the 
‘‘humanness’”’ of Man—those. character- 
istics and qualities which constitute man’s 
‘‘manness.’? Obviously this ‘‘ Humanity’’ 
was something that no man could see or 
hear. It was a pure abstraction, and a con- 
sistent atheist who refused to believe in an 
invisible Gop could hardly be expected to 
believe in so vague and impalpable a “‘ Hu- 
manity.’’ 

Moreover, it was felt by thoughtful re- 
jecters of the supernatural that the Religion 
of Humanity still retained a little of the 
leaven of supernaturalism.- It is easy to 
perceive that Man, if he has no soul, differs 
from the brutes only in degree. Nevertheless, 
the ‘‘Humanity’’ worshiped by the Posi- 
tivists was conceived to be something not 
In that case did it 
not bear a dangerous resemblance to what 
the Christians in their ignorant way were 





possessed by the brutes. 


accustomed to call the immortal, or the’ 


divine part of Man? The feeling that the 
Religion of Humanity contained an element 
too closely resembling the spiritual, if not 
the supernatural, has hada powerful influ- 
ence in hindering the growth of M. Comrr’s 
otherwise able religion. Thus it has come 
to pass that the Religion of Humanity, in- 
stead of superseding Christianity, has in 
some places failed to grow and in others 
has lost what few converts itoriginally made. 

Fortunately for mankind, a clever English- 
man, recognizing the failure of the ‘* Religion 
of Humanity,’’ has invented a new and in 
every respect admirable religion. To this 
he has given the name of the Religion of 
Beast. To some extent it bears a close re- 
semblance to the Religion of Humanity, but 
it does not offer to the worship of the faithful. 
an incomprehensible abstruction, Used as the 
inventor of the new religion uses it,. ‘‘ Beast” 
isa term analogous to M. ComTe’s ‘‘ Hu- 
manity.’’ lt means those characteristics 
of Man which he shares in *# com- 
mon .with the beasts. ‘‘ Beast’’. in this 
sense is synonymous with the beastliness 
of our nature. It includes our bodies and 
their appetites, and excludes everything 
that partakes of the nature of a moral qual- 
ity. The Religion of Beast commends 
itself toevery materialist, because it entirely 
ignores the spiritual and the moral. .Itis a 
religion that the more ardent atheist can. 
embrace with enthusiasm and that can 
never dwarf mankind by its unnatural re- 
straints. 

Of course, the object which is set before 
the devotee of the Religion of Beast - is the 


cultivation of whatever is beastly in man-. 


kind. », It will have its ritual framed.to give 
expression to the reverence of believers for 
Beast and to develop all our beastly in- 
stincts. It will have its calendar of saints, 
such as St. Ostrich, the patron of the fre- 
quenters of railway restaurants; St. Goat,: 
the patron of reformers of the school of 
BRADLAUGH and Besant, and St. Donkey, 
the chief saint and patron of the new reli- 
gion. By imitating the example of promi- 
nent beasts the devotee will cultivate his own 
beastliness until he becomes indistinguish- 
able, so far as his qualities and actions are 
concerned, from Beast. He will be swinish 
like the swine; thievish like the magpie; 
stupid like the’ mule, and malignant like 
the cobra. That intangible and undesirable 
part of Man called by the Positivists his hu- 
manity will utterly vanish, so that even the 
most imaginative devotee of the Religion 
of Humanity will fail to find in him any- 
thing but the qualities of Beast. 

‘ This is evidently the religion which is 
needed to take the place of Christianity. 
‘The Religion of Humanity can never meet 
the wants of our nature, but the Religion 
of Beast containing all that is true in the Re- 
ligion of Humanity, and being utterly free 
from the least taint of the spiritual, will 
meet with a hearty welcome from hundreds 
of earnest and conscientious ‘‘Free Thinkers. ”’ 
It is a reasonable religion, without myster- 
‘jes, and calling for no exercise of faith. It 
will help us while living and sustain us in 
the hour of death. Let us, then, feel grateful 
to its inventor and give him a place with the 
other inventors of religions that have served 
their day and have now passed away forever.

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AID FOR ICELAND. 


Tothe Editor of the New-York Times: 
I have received and forwarded to Mr. Eirikur 
Magnusson, University Library, Cambridge, Eng- 
‘land, the following sums: From W. G. A., Hart- 
ford, Conn., $6; Miss A. B., Morristown, N. J., $25; 
J. W.B., Boston, Mass., $5; two friends of Ice- 
land, Cincinnati, Ohio, $2; M. E. N., Radnor, Penn., 
$5; an old traveler in Iceland, New-York City, 
$50; H. H. T., New-York City, $10; S. A. B., Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., $5; H. S. B., Galion, Ohio, $1; A Vine- 
lander, Newark, N. J., $10, and T. H. W., Chicago, 
Ii)., $10. The people of the south and east of Ice- 
land, who, themselves, have this year a rather 
scanty hay crop, are doing all that is possible to 
asstst theireountrymen of the north and west. 
But this help can naturally not go very far toward 
relieving the distress. In the distriets lying around 
the Hunafloi, one of the large bays of the north—a 
tract more than twice the size of the State of Dela- 
ware—there will be scarcely a blade of grass for the 
mower, and this is almost true of other counties. 


The price of sheep has consequently fallen to a 
mere nominal sum, a fact of which the exporting 
agents are not slow to take advantage. 

Such Winters as the last two are exceptional in 
the history of Iceland and oceur only two or three 
times ina century. Ordinarily the Winter temper- 
ature is not at all unendurable. The average Win- 
ter temperature, for instance, of Reykjavik, the 
capital, situated in the south-west, is minus 1.2 
Reavmur, that of Boston being minus 1.1, and that 
of Dresden minus 1. The average Winter tempera- 
ture of Akureyri, one of the two chief hamiets on 
the northern coast, is minus 5 Reaumur, while that 
of St. Petersburg is minus 7, and that of Moscow 
minns 8.2. Quebee may be said to have a lower 
Winter temperature than any spot on Iceland’s 
arotic shore, and Portland a lower Winter average 
than any on Iceland's Atlantic coast. It 
must also be borne in mind that Iceland 
is a most exeellent sheep-grazing country. The 
mountain pastures are no where excelled for the 
nutritive character of the grass they produce, so 
tbat the mountain-fed mutton of Iceland sells, in 
the Autumn at Edinbugh., for a price fully equai to 
that bronght by Scotch mutton. Did the meadows 
of the lowlands yield a heavy crop at all in pro- 
portion to the extent and value of the upland pas- 
tures the farmers of Iceland might easily donble 
their flocks. In 1879 leeland, with a population of 
72,000, exported 1,727,000 pounds of wool, and in 
the Summer of 1880 she sent to Scotland and Den- 
mark more than 10,000 head of sheep. The country 
has within it, in its sheep farms and fisheries, the 
elements of wealth, provided its present admirable 

ystem of Government continues. It is only the 
iving generation which will sensibly feel the op- 
pression of the past. Hereafter the people, with 
the progress now making, will be able to provide 
against such crises as the present one, which threat- 
ens, in the coming Winter, so great saffering and 
distress.

THE: ATTORNEY-GENERAL TO ASK FOR THE 
REMOVAL OF EDWARD NEWCOMB. 
ALBANY, Sept. 5.—Attorney-General Leslie 


'W. Russell has taken a step which strikes directly 


at the root of the Receivership abuses, and at the 
same time,casts an indirect reflection on the con- 
duct of, Judge Westbrook. Legal papers were 
issued to-day to Edward Newcomb, Receiver of 
the Atlantic Mutual Life Insurance Company, giv- 
ing notice of the Attorney-Geueral’s intention ta 
to move, before Justice Potter, at a Special Term of 
the Supreme Court, to be held at Whitehall on 


Sept. 12, for an order removing Newcomb from 
his position as Receiver, and for the appointmen 
of some proper person in his place an 
stead. Notice was also giventhat the Attorney- 
General would move for an order requiring Newé 
comb to immediately turn over to such person sd 
appointed all the goods, chattels, credits, effects, 
moneys, and estate of the Atlantic Mutual Life In< 
surance Company, and to reimburse to the 
assets of the company ali moneys paid out by him: 
without an order of court, and to immediately ac- 
count for funds which may bein his hands. An 
application will also-be made for such other and 
further order as te-the court may seem just, an 
for costs of the motion against the Receiver pers 
sonally. It will be noticed as a very significant fa 
that the motion is to be made in the Fourth Judici 
District, before a Judge who has never figured in 
the Receivership litigations, rather than in the 
Third District and before Judge Westbrook, wha 
appointed this Receiver. During the Assembly in< 
vestigation. last Spring. Newcomb did most effi< 
cient work in lobbying in the Judge’s behalf. In tha 
opinion of the members of the special Assembiy 
committee which‘ investigated the Keceivership 
matters, the Atlantic Mutual was the most rotte 
and corrupt of them all, and it will be remembere 
that Newcomb was appointed by Westbrook, a¥ 
the latter said, because he “ knew the man.” 

The action of the Attorney-General is based 
on the report of Receiver Newcomb made Aug. 
29, and on an affidavit of Deputy Attorney- 
General James A. Dennison. In this affidavit Mr- 
Dennison states ‘that from Newcomb’s report of 
his receipts and disbursements from Aug. 7, 1877. ta 
Aug. 1, 1882, it —— that he paid on July 31, 1882; 
Henry Smyth, of this city, for legal counsel, the 
sum of 06, without authority of the court; 
that he has further paid to Smyth or his partners 
$12,393 94 additional, also without order of tha 
court; that the Receiver has drawn $22,000 on ac« 
count of his commission without order of the 
court; that he has at present $78,903 58 in cash; 
that the assets of the company at the time of the 
appointment of the Receiver were more than 
$1,000,000, and that it appears that the Receiver has 
paid out in dividends only the sum of $343,135 17. 
For these and other reasons the Aftorney-General 
will ask for the removal of Newcomb.

CARE OF THE LIGHT-HOUSES. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—The Light-howse 
Board has made its report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the operations of the light-house ser< 
vice for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1882, includk 
ing the work accomplished on the various new 
light-hduses authorized by Congress, and which ara 
now constructing. The estimates for the service 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1884, are, in 
round numbers, $2,750,000, being about the same as 


the estimates for the current fiscal year. The rec 
ommendations of the board are confined to main 
taining existing estabiishments and to completing 
the light-houses now constructing. An appropria- 
tion is recommended for the completion of the 
light-house in Delaware Bay to take the place of 
the Fourteen-feet Bank Light-ship. Appropriations 
are also asked for the completion of the 
light-house at Mosquito Inlet, Fla, and for 
the completion of the lignt-house at the mouth 
of the Detroit River, which latter establishment is 
regarded highly important to safe navigation. A 
appropriation of $100,000 is recommended towar 
completing the light-house on the coast of Califor- 
nia, pear Crescent City, which light-house it is es, 
timated will cost $300,000. The appropriation for 
the present year is $50,000. The importance of the 
speedy erection of this light-house is particularly 
urged upon Congress, as that coast is regarded as 
very dangerous in its present unprotected condix 
tion. Ata meeting of the Light-house Board yes- 
terday a commission, consisting of Prof. Morton, 
Commodore Baldwin, and Col. Ludlow, was ap 
pointed to consider the expediency of illuminating 
Hell Gate, New-York Harbor, by electricity, f 
which purpose there is an appropriation of $20, 
available.

A BANK’S STOLEN NOTES. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—The First National 
Bank of Detroit, Mich., now in liquidation, had 
stolen from it on June 28, 1881, $2,080 in inzomplete 
ten-dollar circulating notes which had been received 
by it from the Treasury Department. These noteg 
had been signed by the President.of the bank, but 
not by the Cashier, and were;fraudulently put im 


circulation, At the bank’s request, and in accord: 
ance with the uniform ruling of the department, 
these notes, when presented to the United States 
Treasurer for redemption, were rejected, for the 
reason that they were not obligatory promissory 
notes ot the bank: by which they purport to have 
been issued, not having been signed by both 
officers of the bank. Upon the bank’s goin 
into liquidation, in order to obtain i 
bonds pledged as security for its circulating, 
notes, 1t was required to deposit with the T 
urer of the United States lawful money equal 
the amount of its circulating notes outstanding, 
which included the $2,080 stolen notes. The See-) 
retary of the Treasury, to whom the factsin the 
case were made known, informed the Treasurer, 
that there would be no objection to the notes in 
question being redeemed, provided prover authors 
ity in writing should be first obtained from the 
officers of the bank. The Treasurer has now been 
furnished by the officers of tbe bank with the writ 
ten authority. consenting to the redemption of the 
notes in question. aad they will be redeemed o¥ 
presentation at his office.

TAMMANY READY FOR WAR

AN OLD-TIME ATTACK ON A DEMO. 
CRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 
SEVENTY-TWO DELEGATES TO GO TO SYRA- 
CUSE ON THE 218T INST.—FIVE TO REA- 
S0N WITH THE ANTI-MONOPOLISTS ON 


THE 13TH INST.—MARKING OUT A LINE 
OF ACTION. 


One of the largest meetings of the Tam- 
many Committee on Organization ever held in this 
City was called to order last evening in the Four- 
teenth-street cave by John Kelly. All of the 
bold warriors of the tribe were in attendance. 
Among the warriors were Gen. Francis 3B. 
Spinola, Senator Thomas F. Grady, ex-Con- 
gressman John B. Haskin, once the great chief of 
the Tuscaroras; President William Sauer, of the 
Board of Aldermen; ex-Police Justice Patrick G. 
Daffy, Col. E. T. Wood, John E. Wade, Alderman 
William P. Kirk, Michael J. Deery, Senator John G. 
Boyd, Michael W. Bowen, James Dunphy, James 
Finn, ex-Alderman John J, Slevin, Sidney J. Cowen, 
Alderman Edward T. Fitzpatrick, ex-County 
Clerk Henry A. Gumbleton, ‘Assemblyman Thom- 
gs Bogan, Assemblyman Matthew Patten, 
Michael H. Sigerson, Alderman Bernard F. 
Martin, ex-Alderman George Hall, Senator John 
W. Browning, Fire Commissioner John J. Gorman, 
Alderman Ferdinand Levy, Congressman P. H.

and Jacob A. Cantor. The ee, districts were 
called in their numerical order, beginning with the 
First, for which ex-Justice Duffy responded. He 
said that in the Tammany organization in 
that district the best of feeling prevails, 
and that a good report from it on election 
day may be expected. Other district lead- 
ers, when called, either said they had no report 
to make, or that the organization was “‘all right.’’ 
Gen. Spinola, for the Sixteenth District, joyfully 
said that in that district the Tammany warriors 
have buckled on their armor and are ready for the 
fight. After all the districts had been called, Sec- 
retary Gilroy read a communication from the Anti- 
Monopoly League, requesting Tammany to send five 
delegates to the Anti-Monopoly Convention, to be 
held in Syracuse on the 13th inst. Ex-Justice 
Duffy moved that the communication should be re- 
ceived and placed on file, and the committee 
adopted his motion. 

Senator Grady arouséd the members of the com- 
mittee py offering the following resolution: 

Resolved, That notwithstanding the unjust and im- 
= rejection of the delegates representing the 
fammany Hall Democracy by the Democratic State 
Convention at Albany in 1881, which action was con- 
aemned by a majority of the Democratic voters of 
this City at the last general election, it is the sense of 
this organization that the 60,000 voters in sympathy 
with Tanimany Hall shail be represented at the com- 
Ing Democratic State Convention to be held at Syra- 
cuse on the 21st inst., and that the district organiza- 
tions in the several Assembly Districts be requested 
to make the usual preparations for the election of del- 
egates to said convention in accordance with the Cas- 
Bidy resolution. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted amid 
much enthusiasm. Secretary Plum then read the 
call of the Democratic State Committee for the 
election of delegates to the convention, and 
read a call which he (Mr. Plum) had drafted 
for the election of Tammany _ delegates 
to the State Convention as well as _ to 
county and district conventions. After considerable 
argument it was agreed that *the election of dele- 
gates to the County and District Conventions shall 
not take place until after the State Convention. 
The next interesting subject broached was wheth- 
er the Tammany delegates should quietly and 
alone proceed to the State Convention or whether 
they should be accompanied by a large number of 
the rank and file of the party. Gen. Spinola 
advocated a quiet procession of delegates, unac- 
companied by banners, bands of musicians, and 
fire-works, but he was voted down. John E. Wade, 
of the Fifth Assembly District, created wild excite- 
ment by declaring that Tammany should go to the 
front door of the convention and be recognized as 
the strongest Democratic organization in this 
State. After it was fully agreed upon that the 
celegates shall be accompanied by their triends, 
a Committee on Transportation, with Alderman 
Sauer as Chairman, was appointed. 

Dennis MacMahon, of the Twenty-fourth Assem- 
bly District, then moved that five delegates repre- 
senting the Tammany organization should be sent 
to the Anti-Monopoly Convention, to be held in 
Syracuse on the 18th inst., and that these 
delegates shall request the Anti-Monopolists 
not to nominate a ticket until after the 
Democratic State Convention. Gen. Spinola 
thought that the five Tammany delegates 
would be placed in a very embarrassing position if 
the Anti-Monopolists failed to heed their request 
and then nominated a ticket. What would Tam- 
many do in such an event? Ex-Congressman Has- 
kin said he had the honor to be a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Anti-Monopoly 
League, and it had been agreed that all 
organizations throughout the State should 
be invited to send delegates to the conven- 
tion of the 18th inst. A communication 
similar to that sent to Tammany had been deliv- 
ered to the Irving Hall organization, but none had 
been sent to the County Democracy, ‘‘ and very 
properly, too,”’ hegadded, *‘ because that organiza- 
tion has a monopoly of offices, and is an office- 
seeking execrescence on the Democratic Party.” 
Mr. Haskin urged that the communication should 
be acted upon at once. He would favor, he added, 
the selection of Mr. Kel:y as one of the five delegates. 
Sir. Haskin referred to the present Democratic 
State Committee managers as “tyrants and des- 
pots, monopolists and frauds.’’ Senator Grady 
said that the tive delegates from Tammany should 
be instructed to request the Anti-Monopoly con- 
vention not to nominate a ticket until after the 
great—or two old—parties have held their conven- 
tions. Then it is discovered that the 
Democratic convention has failed to embody 
Anti-Monopoly principles in its platform Tammany 
can go to an Anti-Monopoly convention, not with 
five delegates, but with 72, and nominate a ticket 
tbat will fully represent Anti-Monopoly views. Mr. 
Grady’s speech was greeted with a storm of ap- 
plause. Senator Boyd thought it nonsensical to 
send a delegation of five to the Anti-Monopoly 
sonvention for the — of asking that body not 
to nominate a ticket until after the Democratic 
State Convention. The argument was continued 
at great length, many of the Tammany orators tak- 
ng part in it. During one of Senator Grady’s 
speeches he was assailed by a listener with’such re- 
marksas “If it had not been for the Anti-Monopo- 
ists you would not now bea Senator,” and ‘* Listen 
;o the demagogue.” The youthful Senator 
turned upon his tormentor and _ ad- 
ministered a rebuke that fairly made 
the stone image of an Indian on the front of the 
building gnash his teeth and raise an alarm. The 
Senator paid his respects to the Anti-Monopoly 
League in caustic language, and declared that the 
prime movers in the league had displayea the 
basest ingratitude toward himself. He had faith 
in their principles, but not in their practices. Gen. 
Spinola then lashed Mr. Chittenden.the President of 
the league,and said that that gentleman having been 
kicked out of the Republican Party was conspiring 
with others to gain fat offices. The General as- 
sured his hearers that Mr. Chittenden could not 
drag him out of Tammany Hall. The General then 
called attention to the fact that the present isa 
critical time for Tammany and said, pathetically: 
“Let us not cut loose from our moorings, 
let us not drift away from the old ark.” After 
some further discussion, Col. E. T. Wood’s motion, 
that five delegates should be sent to Syracuse to 
advise the Anti-Monopolists not to nominate a 
ticket until after the Democratic State Convention, 
was adopted. The delegates selected by Mr. Kelly 
were: Col. K. T. Wood, ex-Alderman Charies 
Welde. James A. Flack, James R. Flanders, and 
John P. Reed, Jr. The Tammany General Com- 
mittee meets to-morrow night.

THE GOULD-CONKLING MEN DEFEATED IN 


THE GENERAL COMMITTEE. 


The Kings County Republican General Com- 
mittee met last evening at the Music Hall, Flatbush 
and Fulton avenues, Brooklyn, Edwin Packard in 
the chair. For several days past the anti-Cornell

Messrs. Perry, Ostrander, 
and Maddox had issued a special call to the * Ad- 
ministration Republicans” to attend the meet- 
ing, as “business of great impurtance”’ was te be 
transacted, but when they came to count noses the 
leaders found themselves in such a sorry minority 
that they madeno attempt to carry out their pro- 


amme. 
Patter the roll had been called a report from the 
Executive Committee was read fixing the primaries 
to elect delegates to the Assembly District Conven- 
tions, which in turn elect delegates to the State 
Convention, forthe 12th inst. This was adopted. 
The Assembly district conventions were fixed for 
the following day. A report was next read from 
the committee appointed to supervise the 
re-enrollment of the Tenth ard  Re- 
publicans. The committee reported that 
they bad stricken from tne roll about 400 names of 
persons who were not entitled to vote. The re- 
port was adopted. The next business of impor- 
tance reached was a report from a special commit- 
tee appointed to define the qualifications of voters at 
Republican primary elections under the law passed 
by the last Legislature legalizing such elections 
in Kings County. The most important provision 
in the report required that the voter seeking to 
cast his vote at a primary should be a member of 
his ward asgociation for at least 14 days before 
such primary. In the course of their preparations 
to carry the coming primaries, the agents of the 
Gould-Conkling combination have had a great 
many names placed on the roll-books of the differ- 
ent ward associations. The plan is an old one and 
js known to politicians as “colonizing.” The 
rule requiring voters to be members of the 
aeveral associations at least 14 dava 


before the primary election at which they desired 
to vote shut off the colonizing scheme. An anti- 
Cornell delegate meved to lay the whole report on 
the table, and upon this motion came the only test 
vote of the evening. The anti-Cornell, or ‘ Ad- 
ministration men,” as they oall themselves, were 
defeated by a vote of 71 to 29. The committee 
soon after adjourned, the Cornell men claiming 
that they had gained a decided victory, which was 
only the precursor, they said, of their coming tri- 
umph at the primaries on the 12th inst.

MR. GRIMLEY'S BALLOON. 


THE PROFESSOR MAKES ANOTHER ASCENT 
FROM THE POLO GROUNDS. 

Experience having proved that a balloon 
ascension is one of the most valuable of the 
known aids to meteorological science in showing 
which way the wind blows, there is no lack of self- 
sacrificing individuals willing to risk their precious 
lives in proving that, under certain circumstances, 
@ man may serve the purpose of a straw. The an- 
nouncement that a game of base-ball would be 
played on, and that a balloon ascension would take 
place yesterday afternoon from, the Polo Grounds 
attracted thither about 300 persons, 200 of 
whom riveted their attention upon the base- 
ball game, while the other 100 gathered round the 
balloon at the imminent risk of having their heads 
knocked off by the flyingcar. The aeronaut of the 
occasion was Prof. Charles H. Grimley, who made 
an ascent in the same balloon at the same place 


not many days ago. He was accompanied on this 
occasion as on that by Mr. James M. Creelman. 
The balloon was anchored for inflation upon the 
little shelf or elevation of ground at the north- 
west corner of the grounds. It is a yellow 
pear-shaped bag, with two broad lateral 
bands of blue about the middle and a small circu- 
lar basket car dependent fromit. This balloon is 
called the Columbus, the name being printed In 
huge blue letters between the lateral bands al- 
ready spoken of. It is 120 feet in circumference at 
the widest part, and including the car is 60 feet in 
height. The envelope was inflated with 20,000 
feet of ordinary coal gas, which was drawn from 
a neighboring street main. At the top of the en- 
velope is a copper throttle valve, with 150- 
pound springs, operated by a cord which 
passes through the centre of the balloon to the 
car. Passing dewn on one side of the envelope is 
a“ rip rope,” sewed into the cloth, which in such 
an emergency as a threatened rush into the Atlan- 
tic Ocean may be used to rip the envelope open 
and bring the balloon to a sudden stop by freeing 
the gas. The envelope is made of cotton cloth, 
and is varnished both on the outer and inner sur- 
faces. ‘The car weighs 40 pounds, and is capable 
of carrying from 400 to 450 pounds, all the weight 
that the balloon will lift. It is provided with 100 
pounds of sand ballast, a four-pronged anchor 
weighing 10 pounds, an anchor rope, a lighter 
drag rope, life-preservers, and a limited supply 
of provisions. It was about 5:30 o'clock 
when, the inflation being finished, the car was at- 
tached, and then the balloon was moved over into 
the space within the track that surrounds the 
ground. There the 100 men and boys who stood 
ready to shout themselves hoarse over the ascen- 
sion crowded so close around the car that 
it was difficult for the men holding :the 
ropes to move their elbows, and quite 
impossible for one on the outside of the 
fleshy cordon to see what was going on within. 
At 5:52 the balloon was let go and the occupants of 
the car, waving their hats to the shouting and 
surging crowd of spectators, were lifted rapidly 
into space. The balloon at first seemed to take a 
course somewhat east of south; then it struck a 
different current that turned it slightly to the west, 
so that it appeared likely to cross Staten Island 
and land somewhere near South Amboy. The bal- 
loon moved very rapidly, and 11 minutes after it 
was let go had become a mere speck upon the 
southern sky. The balloon was soon after lost to 
sight. Subsequently its course was changed more 
to the eastward, and about 6:30 it passed over 
South Brooklyn, going in the direction of Coney 
Island. The anchor had been thrown out, and was 
knocking skylights into the roofs of the houses un- 
der its path. 

About 7 o’clock last evening the balloon alighted 
at Forty-second-street and Second-avenue, Broek-

FRANCIS G. SALMON, OF BROOKLYN, AR- 


RESTED IN JACKSONVILLE, FLA. 


Francis G. Salmon, of the law firm of Angel 
& Salmon, doing business at No. 243 Broadway, in 
this City, was arrested yesterday on a plantation on 
the St. John’s River, near Jacksonville, Fla. 
by the Police of the latter city. Salmon was taken 
into custody on acharge of forgery, and the war- 
rant was issued by Justice Walsh, of Brooklyn. An 
attempt was made to secure his release on habeas 
corpus, but with what result Superintendent 
Campbell, of the the Brooklyn Police, 
who learned of the arrest by telepraph 
last night, was not informed. Salmon has swin- 
died anumber of people. Among his victims are 
Dr. Wight, Professor of Operative and Clinical 
Surgery at the Long Island College Hospital, 
Brooklyn, from whom he secured $2,500 by means 
of a forged mortgage; Mrs. Hoff, of East 
Moriches, Long Island, whom he swindled out of 
$350; Mrs. Brown, from whom he secured $1,000 
by means of a spurious mortgage, which he after- 
ward sold to Henry Biggam for $1,000, swindling 
him also. Saimon resided for about 15 years 
in Brooklyn. He was a prominent member 
of Christ Protestant Episcopal Church in that city, 
and moved in the best society. He left Brooklyn 
on July 27, saying he was going to England, and 
that afterward he intended to visit his brothers, who 
were ofticers of the English Army in India. In order 
to 20ver up his tracks more completely he ordered 
a hunting suit from his tailor, John McKay. which 
he directed to be sent to Montreal, saying that be- 
fore going to England heintended to start for 
some days’ hunting inthe Adirondacks from that 
city. 

Detective Zundt, of the Brooklyn Central Office, 
traced the suit of clothes from Montreal] to 
Jacksonville, Fla. Salmon had left orders 
at the place where the suit was to_ be 
sent in Montreal to have it forwarded to 
Jacksonville. The detective put himself in 
communication with the Jacksonville Police, and 
Salmon’s arrest followed. He was identified by 
means of his picture and the fact that the middle 
finger is missing from his right hand. A singular 
fact in connection with the case is ;that Dr. Wight 
had a presentment, without any apparent reason, 
on Aug. 18, that Salmon had swindled him. An In- 
vestigation led to the discovery of the forged 
mortgage. There is reason to believe that Salmon 
has swindled a great many other, people.

“MANKIND” AT DALY’S THEATRE. 

Mr. Paul Merritt and Mr. George Conquest, 
two British persons who are apparently leagued 
with Mr. Pettitt and others in an attempt to foist 
upon us the most desperate species of melodrama 
that ever came from perverted brains, are re- 
sponsible for the latest example of this melo- 
drama, produced iast night before a deeply 
amused audience at Daly’s Theatre. It is called 
“Mankind.” It is the climax,the apex, the apotheosis 
of its species. A certain amount of serious atten- 
tion has been given to the species, not because 
such attention is deserved, but wholly because a 
despicable style of plays seems to have over- 
whelmed temporarily the judgment of our man- 
agers and the taste of the public. It has been 
found necessary to warn the public off 
and to set out danger signs. But it appears now 
to be somewhat evident that the evil includes a 
cure. The gang of British play-hacks are turning 
their own work into an admirable self-ridicule. 
They do not concoct melo:irama; they present, un- 
consciously without doubt, the absurdity of melo- 
drama. Actors have * oceasionally turned melo- 
drama into farce, as Lemaitre turned Macaire 
into a comic personage; and it needs but a little 
imagination to find in the rubbish of Merritt and 
Conquest a burlesque extravaganza which is hardl7 
less pointed than Gilbert’s skit at operatic 
pirates. “Mankind” contains within itself all 
that has preceded it. One dares not reflect what 
the original play must have been. It has been re- 
duced by Mr. Daly from seven acts to five, and 
there is a iikelihood that Mr. Daly has expunged a 
good deal of its original solemnity. As the play 
stands, itis excellent burlesque, and rather cruel 
as satire. If any persons mistook ** Mankind” 
for a serious effort, they will certainly change 
their views when they come to ponder 
upon the subjeet. ‘* Mankind’ should be success- 
ful—as a faroe. Its popularity—as a farce—would 
show people that, in flocking to sea these out- 
rageously bad plays which are wrongly called 
melodramas they are fooling themselves to the top 
of their bent. The playwrights congratulate each 
other subrosa. They feel, perhaps, that they have 
succeeded in writing down to the contemporary 
playgoer. They believe that they have reached 
public taste. They have, to be more precise, de- 
moralized the philosophers who manage our the- 
atres and who pander, with foolish prompt- 
ness and with singular short-sightedness, to the 
mob. ‘* Mankind’ ought to prove, even to the 
mob, how empty, debasing, and absurd these plays 
are. Inthe long run, the theatres which rely upon 
them will grieve over their traditions. But ws are 
cheerfully hopeful that * Mankind” will break the 
camel’s back. 

The title of the new play isin itself a delight- 
ful stroke of satire. Can any one believe fora 
moment that a compilation like this illustrates 
humanity? The paradoxes of Mallock and 
Schopenhauer are trifles compared with the 
fancies of Merritt and Conquest, if one 
takes ‘Mankind’ seriously. But, from a 
humorous stand-point, what could be happier than 
this title? And the work bears out its name with 
a rollicking and pungent humor. Al! the sins and 
crimes of the worst class of melodrama are revealed 
here. Situations of the most delirious kind, combina- 
tions of scenes and character which could hardly 
be more complex and impossible than they are, 
people who are as human and reasonable as 
plucked geese, aro here thrown together in a man- 
ner that annihilates the understanding. Scraps from 
every melodrama that one cares to recall are re- 
produced with malignant fidelity. And Mr. Daly, we 
are inclined to think, has added his own charming 
sense of the facetious to the whole. The play is 
like the memory of many dinners combined in ons 
vast and undefined sauce piquante 

It is beyond the strength of the writer at this 
time to set forward the details, or even a bare syn- 
opsis, of ‘‘ Mankind.”’ The play is prolific in vil- 
lainy. There are three aged persons—one of 
them 4 centenarian—who are industriously em- 
ployed during its progress in various indefinite 
rascalities. They bring their wits to bear finally 
on a certain will, which fills a very important piace 
in the story. We are notatall certain about the 
story, but we can speak with authority 
of the will. This important document floats 
from hand to hand in a strangely mys- 
terious way. The three aged villains are 
especially anxious to get hold of it. It is not clear 
what they could do with it if they possessed it. 
There is a scene in the fourth act which represents 
them together, seated around a table, and shrewd- 
ly engaged in hoodwinking one another. This 
is a genuincly comic scene, which, if 
the play were not known to be an 
sentially humorous one, might be thought to have 
drifted unconsciously into the drama. Eachofthe 
villains imagines that he alone possesses the will, 
and it is shown thatone of them 
half of it. As to the otherinterests in ** Mankind,” 
they are uncommonly abundant. There are a dozen 
or more personages woo are, after the fashion of 
melodrama, constantly meeting. There are two 
youthful villains who are more criminal than 
astute. There are several suffering women, a 
quantity of paternal wrath and blasted love, a 
wandering wife, an attempted murder, a perse- 
cuted child, and a virtuous couple, who supply the 
voluntary humor of the piay. But all the real 
humor of ‘*Mankind” is involuntary, or, more 
correctly, premeditated, as satire. 

There was a good and large cast in the per- 
formance of this extraordinary work. The three 
aged villains were personated with peculiar ex- 
cellence in the farcical scene that has been re- 
ferred to. Mr. Charles Leclerq’s treatment of the 
centenarian was, however, fat better than ex- 
cellent. The characterization was finely and 
justly artistic. The character is a libel upon even 
an evil humanity, but the actor gave interest to 
the libel. ‘* Mankind” may be safely recommended 
to the notice of intelligent people who are anxious 
to discover the possibilities of grossness in the con- 
temporary stage. An audience might say with 
Shelley: 


"Whilst I behold such execrable shapes, 
Methinks I grow like what I contemplate.” 

It is tairto add that ‘‘Mankind” has been pro- 
duced during Mr. Daly’s prefatory season. Thereis 
afine programme abead for the regular season, 
which will begin shortly. Mr. Daly, if he cares for 
the permanent welfare of his house, will beware of 
Pettitt and Merritt ¢¢ ai.

MLLE. RHEA IN BROOKLYN. 


Mile. Rhéa’s performance in “ Camille” at- 
tracted a numerous audience to the Brooklyn Park 
Theatre last evening. Her portrayal of the hero- 
ine of Dumas’s novel does not depart materially 
from the popular ideal of Marguerite Gauthier, 
but it possesses over many better known repre- 
sentations the essentially Gallic charm of grace 
and elegance. These characteristics, united to a 
tenderness 80 winning and genuine as to leave one 
in doubt astothe relative proportions in which 
nature and art are blended in Mlle. Rhéa’s work, 
were particularly conspicuous in Camille’s scenes 
with Armand in the early stages of the drama.

and, in “ Camille” at least, it presented an unusu- 
ally creditable appearance as to dress.

FOUR DEATHS IN BROWNSVILLE AND FOUR 


IN MATAMORAS. 

BROWNSVILLE, Sept. 5.—Seventy- 
seven new cases of vellow fever were reported to- 
day and four deaths. Relief has been furnished to 
344 families. The patients in the hospital number 
eight males and two females. The troops at Fort 
jrown continue in excellent health. The fever is 
on the decrease at Matamoras. Four deaths were 
reported there in the last 24hours. The river is 
very high and is still rising. The wind is north and 

the weather threatening. 


GALVESTON, Sept. 5.—The Governor has is- 
sued the following appeal: 

Austin, Texas, Sept. 4. 
To the County Judges and the Mayors of the Cities 
and Towns of Texas: 

I have received a telegram from ‘Thomas Carson, 
Mayor of Brownsville, stating that there were 500 
cases of yellow fever in that city, with an increase 
of from 70 to 100 per day, and the necessity for 
means to send aid to the sick and destitute was 
{acreasing and urgent. Any fundsthat have been or 
may be contributed for the relief of the suffering 
people of Brownsville can be sent to Messrs. Ball, 
Hutchins & Co., of Galveston, and can be imme- 
diately drawn on by wire by Thomas Carson, 
Mayor, to be properly expended. 

O. M. ROBERTS, Governor. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Sept. 5.—The local represen- 
tatives of the National Board of Health this morn- 
ing promulgated the following order: 

* In compliance with the requirements of the Mis- 
sissippi State Board of Health every person leaving 
New-Orleans destined for any place in Mississippi 
will be required after Sept. 5 to hold a passenger's 
health certificate of the National Board. No cer- 
tificates will be required at present from passengers 
traveling through the State without stopping there- 
in.”’ 

Thereupon the President of the State Board of 
Health addressed the following cammunication to 
the Secretary of the Mississippi State Board at 
Jackson: 

“Please state to this Board of Health npon 
what facts the Mississippi State Board of Health 
require from every person ieaving New-Orleans 
for any place within the State of Mississippi a health 
certificate of the National Board of Health. Nocase 
of yellow fever has occurred in New-Orleans for 
the past 26 days. New-Orleans is in good sanitary 
condition and in a state of remarkable health. The 
requirements of the Mississippi State Board 
of Health does gross injustice to the mer: 
chants and citizens of New-Orleans and 
of the State of Louisiana. Justice de- 
mands this statement.” In this connection the 
mortuary list of the past week shows a total of 113 
deaths, of which 29 occurred in public charitable 
institutions and only 61 in private practice. The 
month of August just passed is shown by the 
meteorological reports to have been the coolest 
for 10 years, the average temperage of the month 
being 80°. 


PENSACOLA, Sept. 5.—One new case of fever 
was reported to-day by Dr. J. C. Herron, near the 
Marine Hospital, from which the first case was 
officially announced, and another case at 8 o’clock 
to-night. No deaths were reported to-day, but 
young McConnanghs is believed to be dying. Sev- 
eral suspicious cases are under observation, but 
they have not yet been successfully developed,

CONDITION OF GUITEAW’S BRAIN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5.—Dr. E. A. Shake- 
speare, one of the surgeons to whom was com- 
mitted the duty of making a microscopic exami- 
nation of Guiteau’s brain, says that the report will 


be ready for publication next week, and will oc- 
cupy about acolumn in the newspapers. The in- 
vestigations, he says, had been had under the most 
favorable conditions, the brain tissue having been 
preserved perfectly in the liquid in which 1t was 
placed within six hours after the death of Guiteau. 
Under the terms of the commission the surgeons 
were not required to pronounce any opinion or to 
draw any 2onclusions as to the sanity or insanity 
of Guiteau, but simply to -state the condition in 
which they found the tissue, and point and explain 
the variations from a normal and healthy brain.

WHO SHALL MAKE GOVERNORS? 


THE CASE OF CORNELL AGAINST GOULD AND 
CONKLING REVIEWED—THE CONTROLL- 
ING ISSUE IN STATE POLITICS—INJUDI- 


CIOUS ADVOCACY OF WADSWORTH. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

THE TIMES lately remarked that the sole is- 
sue in the pending Gubernatorial contest is whether 
Jay Gould shall have the power to make and un- 
make Governors in this State. That this is true no 
man can doubt. Six weeks ago the renomination 
of Gov. Cornell was conceded. Althoughsome of his 
appointments to office and other acts had not met 
with popular approval, yet his course in the main 
had been so honest and fearless, and his devotion 
to the public interests in matters of legislation and 
taxation had been so conspicuous and unwavering, 
that his opponents saw that it was hopeless to try 
to defeat him. What has since happened to 
change the political situation? The Governor has 
neither done nor omitted anything which 
has excited dissatisfaction among the people, 
All that has occurred is that Jay Gould’s bill re- 
lieving the elevated roads from their just share of 
taxation has been vetoed, and Mr. Gould has re- 
solved that the man who dared to be faithful to the 
public interests, in spite of his threats and bland- 
ishments, shall be destroyed, if possible. From 
that moment it was announced that ** Mr. Gould 
would use his influence to defeat the Governor's 
renomination,’ and the multitude whose enmity 
the latter had incurred by his resolute protection 
of the public treasury and the public interests—in- 
cluding those whom he had enraged by his refusal 
to use the powers of his office to influence the Sen- 
atorial contest of 188!—plucked up courage and 
joined in the cry against him. 

Nine-tenths of the opposition to the Governor 
has arisen in the way and fromthe causes just 
mentioned. Not his faults but his virtues, not his 
evil doings but his good deeds, threaten him with 
political ruin. It is not the indignation of honest 
citizens which assails him, but the rage of men who 
have been baffled by his sturdy public virtue. 
These facts have been often stated, but they cannot 
be too frequently insisted on. Of course, it is not 
meant that none of the opposition to the Governor 
is based on public and honest grounds, but itis 
undeniable that this latter opposition would have 
been entirely ineffectual, and, indeed, would never 
have disclosed itself publicly, had not Jay Gould 
and his new allies made theirattack. Never was 
the issue more clearly presented, whether a public 
servant shall be destroyed simply because he 


has done his duty. No issue and no question 
is comparable with this in importance, 
and upon the way in which it shall be disposed of 
depends the standard of public virtue which is to 
prevail in this State during this generation. You 
cannot have honest and faithful public servants if 
you permit them to be slaughtered by the public 
enemies. If the peonle of this State will not 
sustain Gov. Cornell and defend him from at- 
tacks made upon him solely because of his fidel!i- 
ty to their interests, they deserve never to have an 
honest and faithful Governor again, and it is very 
certain that they never will have one while the mem- 
ory of present events remains. Should he be de- 
feated for renomination, no man can suppose that 
his successor will venture to oppose Jay Gould and 
the powerful corporate interests of which he is so 
conspicuous a representative, or to stand up 
bravely for the rights of a people who have proved 
so uugrateful. 

The danger which threatens the public cannot 

be exaggerated. Mr. Gould’s power over the judi- 
ciary and over the Legislature and the executive 
officers of the State has been shown on many oc- 
casions, and it may safely be said that it has not 
diminished of late years. Unquestionably we have 
some Judges who are upright and fearless and en- 
tirely worthy of public confidence. Nevertheless, it 
cannot be denied that there is a strong and increas- 
ing conviction on the part of those who have closely 
watched the course of events that the ordinary 
citizen is by no means sure of obtaining justice in 
the courts in this community against the unscru- 
pulous possessors of wealth and | piety It will be 
a disastrous day for the pa of this State whena 
Governor shall be deteated by this same evil influ- 
ence because he has dared to oppose it. 
Both because the hostility to Gov. Cornell is based 
upon his virtues and not upon his misdeeds, and 
because he so conspicuously represents the oppo- 
sition to the most pernicious and dangerons infiu- 
ences in the body politic, he deserves the ardent 
support of every one who desires good govern- 
ment. So important are the principles for which 
he stands in this contest, and so far-reaching and 
pernicious would be the consequences of the tri- 
umph of the men who have made this warfare 
upon him, that no mistakes of administration 
which he has committed, no dissatisfaction with 
his former political methods, nor even proof of the 
things which have recently been charged against 
him, (if such proof were made, which is rot the 
case,) would justify a refusal to support him in this 
crisis. 
. The one thing needed in the politics of to-day to 
Ht Sopa our whole system of government from 
»eing a failure, and the thing which honest men all 
over the country are earnestly praying for, is that 
pablic officers shail have the courage and force to 
resist the pressure of corporate wealth and power, 
and the importunities of political friends—remem- 
bering that they are the servants of the whole 
people. Gov. Cornell, under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, has so conspicuously shown this great 
quality, that one might willingly pardon a multi- 
tude of sinsinhim. Itis not, however, necessary 
to ask that his private transactions may be viewed 
indulgently because of his public services, since 
nothing has been proved which should make any- 
one hesitate to give him the most cordial support. 
‘Lo say that he has been engaged in a “ blind pool”’ 
no more discredits him than it would to say that 
he and a party of friends had made a joint pur- 
chase of lund, hay, or cotton, It is, in itself, a per- 
fectly innocert transaction. The outcry about it 
is simply an impudent attempt to smirch his name 
by connecting it with the jargon of Wail-street. 
That he conducted the “ pool” dishonestly by sell- 
ing his own stock against the interests of his asso- 
ciates is only insinuated, and nowhere asserted by 
any one who pretends to have personal knowledge 
of the fact. Only two persons have made state- 
ments on this subject, (Mr. Jay Gould and Mr. A. 
B. Johnson, the latter of whom is a close political 
and personal friend of Mr. Conkling,) neither of 
whom can be called a disinterested or impartial 
witness, These gentlemen do not claim to have 
personal knowledge that Gov. Cornell abused the 
confidence of his associates or was guilty of any 
questionable act whatsoever, nor do they even as- 
sert itas a positive fact. Mr. Gould states that 
“common report says that the Governor has 
made some $100,000," and that it is “ supposed that 
he sold his own stock,” &c., while Mr. Johnson is 
careful not to say even as much as this, although 
he leaves the substance of it to beinferred. It is 
also intimated that many of the Governor’s friends 
lost money in stock operations in which they were 
engaged with him, or upon his advice. Who are 
they, and where arethey? Mr. Johnson says he 
got his money back with a small addition, and not 
a single man is produced to say that he lost one 
dollar. And it is hardly necessary to say that it is 
no evidence of wrong-doing in a man that his ad- 
vice as to stocks does not turn out to be sound, or 
that those engaged with him in an operation lose 
money. It is by such vague insinuations that an 
honorable name is sought to be stained and a faith- 
ful public officer is sought to be ruined. Even if 
Gov. Cornell had made no denial or explanation, 
there is not enough in these charges to merita 
moment’s consideration. So of the borrowing of 
money from the District Telegraph Company upon 
the security of its own stock. To say that this 
transaction, under the circumstances disclosed, 
was entered into in bad faith, or with any im- 
proper intent, or that it was a crime, or a dishonest 
act, or that it constitutes the slightest reason why 
Gov. Cornell should not be supported, is prepos- 
terous. 

The bona fide supporters of Mr. Wadsworth un- 
doubtedly oppose Gov. Cornell upon honest 

rounds, and not because he has been so resolutely 
flostile to jobbery, but it is ereatly to be feared 
that their course will be as disastrous as if their 
motives and purposes were bad. No one has a 
higher respect for the character and public services 
of Mr. Wadsworth than the writer of this letter 
has, but it is apparent (as has often been pointed 
out) that his candidacy at this time can only en- 
danger the cause of good government. It is evi- 
dent that Mr. Wadsworth’s popularity is being 
used (or that this is the effect even when 
not intended by his friends) to diminish 
the support which Gov. Cornell would oth- 
erwise receive, while no well-informed man 
believes that those who have made this bitter war 
onthe present Governor would consent to Mr. 
Wadsworth’s nomination, unless, indeed, it should 
become necessary in order to defeat the man whom 
they hate and feareven more than they do him. 
And it is the very highest compliment to the pres- 
ent Governor, and tha strongest argument in favor 
of his renomination, that Jay Gould and those who 
have now combined with him dread his ey 
and resolution even more than they do those quall- 
ties in Mr. Wadsworth. 

But it involves no disrespect of Mr. Wadsworth 
to say that as between him and Gov. Cornell every 
sound principle in the present situation of affairs 
should lead the people of this State to prefer the 
latter. Gov. Cornell has been thoroughly tried. 
He has shown that he can resist temptation and 
resolutely do his duty under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and he has had three years’ experienca 
in office, Of Mr. Wadsworth his most ardent 
friends oan only hope and believe that he would do 
as well, for he has had no trial comparable to that 
to which he would be subjected as Governor. 
Why, then, replace the man who has given 
the highest proof of his ability and deter- 
mination to protect the _ interests by 
one of whom it can on y be said that he 
gives the promise of these high aualities. But 
above ail things should it be remembered that Mr. 
Wadsworth would take office with the fate of his 
predecessor before his eyes. However great his 
courage and firmness, his power to defend the in- 
terests of the whole people would inevitably be 
impaired by the conviction that it would in all 
likelinood involve him in politieal ruin. But Gov. 
Cornell, renominated and re-elected in spite of all 
these assaults upon him, could not fail to surpass 
even the honoraole record of his first term. And 
the effect of the triumph of Jay Gould in the 
contest would not be cunfined to his influence 
over the new Governor. But every dishonest 
Judge, and cowardly and Say public officer 
who desires to dohis bidding but is now some- 
times restrained by fear of public opinion, woula 
then feel. and rightly feel, that he is greater than 
law or justice. To those who believe that the great 
danger which threatens the public welfare to-day 


is the power of unscrupuious rich men and corpor- . 


ations, these fears of the evils which will follow 

the success of the opposition to Gov. Cornell will 

not seem extravagant.

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PLEAS FOR PROTECTION. 


TESTIMONY AT CINCINNATI BEFORE THE 
TARIFF COMMISSION, 


CINcINNATI, Sept. 5.—A deputation from 
the Grocers’ Association of Cincinnati, consisting 
of Messrs. James M. Glenn, L. C. Keever, James 
H. Laws, and David A. White, came before the 
Tariff Commission this morning and presented a 
paper on the question of the duties on sugar, 
molasses, and rice. The paper advocated a con- 
tinuance of the wise and liberal policy of protec- 
tion for those staples of the South and South- 
west. It urged strongly that no change be made 
in the duties on those articles that would afford a 
less protection than is now extended to them, as 
the present tariff gave no more protection than 
was actually necessary to encourage their produc- 
tion and stimulate their increase. It expressed 
the opinion that the agricultural people of the 
Mississippi Valley are in warm sympathy with 
the development of those great Southern interests 


because they fully appreciate the advantages to be 
derived from the establishment of large permanent 
home markets for their preducts. In the event of 
any modification of the tariff on sugar, they sug- 
gest that grades Nos. 14, 15, and 16 should not, as 
now, be scaled so high above refining grades as to 
exclude them, but that they should be so graded 
as to allow their importation. They also recom- 
mend the use of the polariscope as a test of the 
grades of sugar. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Kenner, Mr. Keever 
stated that the views expressed in this paper were 
those of the entire grocery trade of Cincinnati, and 
that the association had no connection whatever 
with the sugar refining interest. 

Mr. Laws stated,in reply to a question by Mr. 
Oliver, that there was no general feeling in the 
community in favor of any radical change in the 
tariff, and that it would be better to let the tariff 
remain as it is than to have it materially interfered 
with in eituer way. 

Mr. J. B. Mitchell, of Cincinnati, an importer of 
dry goods, made some suggéstions as to rates and 
classifications of merchandise, and urged that such 
changes be made in the tariff as will simplify the 
collection of duties and relieve importers and man- 
utacturers of much annoyance, uncertainty, and 
actual loss. 

Mr. George R. McKee, of the Kentucky River 
Mills, Frankfort, Ky., made a plea in favor of the 
hemp interests. He asked to bavethe duty made 
permanent on Manila and Sisal hemp, so as to in- 
sure fair and reliable prices for the hemp raised in 
this country. 

Mr. George Stribley, of Cincinnati, manufacturer 
of ladies’ shoes, made an argument against the in- 
crease of duties on tanned, or finished, kid skins, 
on the ground that the shoe manufacturers would 
find their interests imperiled on account of 
the inadequate supply of finished mate- 
rials in this country, and that there would 
be a necessary advance in the price of boots and 
shoes to theconsumer. It would be far better to 
take the present tariff off tanned af finished kid 
and goat skins, so as tolafford an opportunity to 
boot and shoe manufacturers to work up the sur- 
plus sole leather that is now sold to Europe to the 
extent of $10,000,000 a year. American manufac- 
turers could then make shoes for Mexico, Central 
and South America, and the adjoining islands, in- 
stead of furnishing the material to Great. Britain, 
France,and Germany. and allowing those coun- 
tries to supply the markets of the world. 

In reply toa question by Mr. Porter, Mr. Strib- 
ley stated that to-day the best and cheapest quali- 
ties of shoes were made in the United States. 

Mr. B. Daly, representing the steam-boat interest 
between Cincinnati and New-Orleans, made an 
argument against any reduction of the duties on 
sugar, molasses, and rice that would operate 
against the production of thoss staples in the 
South, and consequently against the interests of 
the river transportation companies. His company 
owned 10 or 11 palatial steamers with a capacity of 
from 1,200 to 1,500 tons each. They made eight or 
nine trips each season, taking up sugar, molasses, 
and rice, and in return tuking down the manufac- 
tures of the North-west. This trade would be 
ruined by free trade in sugar. He asked that there: 
sbould be no changes in the existing tariff. 

In the atternoon session John L. Mitchell and J. 
L. Pfau, as President and Secretary of an associa- 
tion of rolling mills, submitted an argument 
against any reduction of the duties on iron. Mr. 
Pfau said that he and Mr. Mitchell represented 
eight rolling mills in the immediate vicinity of 
Cincinnati that employed from 3,500 to 4,000 men. 
The proprietors of these rolling mills had recently 
held a meeting, the unanimous sentiment of’ 
which was that it would be unwise and 
injurious to the iron interests of the United- 
States to have the duties reduced on any 
kind of iron, especially on rolled iron. Under the 
system of protection, the production of manu- 
factured and piz iron had doubled since.1870, and 
it was hoped that in 1890 the United States woula 
be the largest producerof ironintheworld. A 
reduction of the tariff on Iron meant the:reduction 
of the wages of labor, and it was not desirable to 
see the wages of American workmen placed on a 

ar with the semi-pauper labor of England and 
elgium. 

Samuel R. Reed, of this city, read a paper de- 
signed to show the interest of working men in pro- 
tection. The resultof it was to prove the neces- 
sity of moderation in tariff rates and of care and 
discrimination in their adjustment. 

James 8S. Burdsal, of Cincinnati, President of the 
Western Wholesale Drug Association, presented 
the action of that association in favor-of aduty of 
10 per cent. on quinine. 

The commission then adjourned to:meet at Lou~ 
isville to-morrow morning.

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‘A REMARKABLE WEDDING 


—— +> -- — 

(THE BRIDE OF THE ‘“ DIAMOND 
WEDDING” AGAIN MARRIED. 

A CEREMONY WHICH REVIVES AN OLD STORY 
—THE WIDOW OF DON ESTEBAN SANTA 
CRUZ DE OVIEDO MARRIED TO COL, THE 
BARON BODO VON GLUMER. 

There was a wedding in Trinity Church yes- 
terday in the busiest part of the day—at 11 o’clock 
in the morning—but not over half a hundred of 
New-York’s vast population knew of it. In truth. 
pearcely the fifth part of that number would have 
known of it had they not strolled in through the 
ppen doors as idle spectators .o gratify their curi- 
osity. There was no show, and rarely, indeed, has 
such an event passed off so quietly, yet the lady 
who was led to the altar was in her young woman- 
hood the bride in the most remarkable nuptial 
ceremony that ever occurred in the Metropolis. 
That affair took place Oct. 13. 1859, in St, Patrick’s 
Cathedra}, in Mott-street, and was known as ‘‘ The 
Diamond Wedding,” The contracting parties 
were Don Esteban Santa Cruz de Oviedo and 
Frances Amelia Bartlett, the daughter of Lieut. 
Washington Bartlett, of the United States Army. 
Bince the deatn of her husband, the rich Don 
Esteban, 12 years ago, the lady had been known as 
” The Diamond Widow,” but yesterday she lost 
that title only to win another, that of Baroness, 
The gentleman who took her to be his wife in 
Trinity Church isa German Baron and a Colonel 
fn the Mexican Army. In full his name is Col. le 
Baron Bodo von Gliimer. 

The story of the bride who, almost 23 years after 
the diamond wedding. becomes a bride again, 
reads romantically enough. The tales of the 
chroniclers of 1859 who made much of the soctal 
Bensation tell how great the interest was. Don 


Esteban was a Cuban and immensely wealthy, 
while Miss Bartlett was ‘ta belle at Washington, 
Saratoga, and other lands and localities.’’ In in- 
troducing his account of the wedding one writer 
says: “We hardly need recall to our readers the 
particulars of the many warm and vehement con- 
troversies which bave been waged in the leading 
ourpals over the personal characteristics of the 
ridegroom. his age, the size of his whiskers, the 
amount of his fortune: over the trousseau of the 
bride, the number and quality of her robes, the 
exact value of her jewels.”” How Don Esteban 
Wooed and won the lady is thus told: 
** While on a visit to this country last January, Don 
Esteban, following the custom of those by whom 
be was surrounded, gave himself up tocalls and 
interchanges of seasonable compliments. At this 
time he met Miss Bartlett. Through the medium 
of aninterpreter he proffered adulations. From 
the spark of attachment there brought forth a 
flame arose which terminated in a warmth of affec- 
tion compelling the relinquishment of the stran- 
fer’s heart. The course of their true intimacy was 
smooth and serene until Don Esteban was strieken 
with fever ang ague and underwent the inevitable 
privations of such a mistortune. Confinement 
within the walls of the St. Nicholas did not, how- 
ever. rend asunder the ties that had been formed. 
In his illness the voung lady visited and minis- 
tered unto him, Her presence mitigated the as- 
perities of ague and her smile dulcified the bitter- 
mess of quinine.” 

The wealth of Don Esteban was placed at every 
figure from $5,000,000 up, besides 4,000 negroes. He 
certainly was rich enough to buy his bride $100,000 
worth of jewels asa wedding gift. “A brooch,” 
said the Jenkins of the day, “ one living Koh-i-noor 
mountain, reposed upon the quiet of a satisfied 
heart.’’ This was *‘ the most unimpeachable single 
stone in America for beauty and price.’’ There were 
75 sumptuous robes made for the bride by Genin, 
and there were many coffers of fine linen. ‘The 
linen was of immaculate conception, and 
liable to melt to the touch or vanish before 
the softest breeze of Summer.”’ The wedding 
dress was made in Paris and cost $6,000. There 
Was agreat crowd at the cathedral and in the 
streets about it. ‘‘The clash of coal carts with 
carriages, of beer vans with broughams in these 
perilous defiles was vast, universal, and appalling.” 

Of the scene at the church, it was said: ‘At 11 
o'clock, when the organ sent forth its melodious 
welcome. the crowd was excessive. Rustling 
masses of humanity writhed in sinuous motion. 
Who could withstand those subduing influences of 
youth and beauty, of glowing throngs and mellow 
atmosphere, of flashing gems and sumptuous cir- 
cumstances generally’? Some ladies could not, it 
seemed, for, yielding to the pressure, they first be- 
wailed their fractured skirts, then murmured 
feeble, incoherent appeals for aid, and were 
borne out in collapse by stalwart Policemen.” 
Don Esteban was short. dark, and 55, while his 
bride was tall, willowy, fair. and scarcely out of 
her girlhood. He wore an ‘“‘intricately emproid- 
ered white waistcoat and cravat.’’ He had adorned 
the brides-maids, six in number, with costly orna- 
ments. Speaking of his generosity, a writer related 
an incident: “On giving a ballat the St. Nicholas 
some time ago he most courteously directed the 
hair-dresser of that establishment to arrange the 
hair of every laay in the house at his expense.” 
During the ceremony the father wept, but at its 
conclusion “‘the bride, turning to the audience, 

laddened a thousand eyes with the spectacle of 

ner uurufiied beauty.”’ 

After the rich Don Esteban died there 
many suitors for the hand of the still 
but she repulsed them all. For the past three 
years or so she spent a great deal of her time in 
this City, and has made her home at the Park- 
Avenue Hotel. Two months ago she sailed from 
Havana. On the steamer she met Col. von Gliiimer. 
It was acase of love at sight with both. Mme. 
Oviedo (the lady adopted the French instead of the 
Spanish prefix) had been a widow 12 yeurs, and 
Col. von Gliimer was a widower with two children. 
It was a short suit with the Colonel and easily 
won. The day was appointed shortly after arriv- 
Ing in New-York. it was said, but the affair was 
kept almost a secret. No cards were issued, only 
a dozen friends or so were iuvited, and few in the 
hotel knew of the wedding until after it had taken 
place. The bride came into church on the arm 
of the groom. She was attired in blue brocaded 
Batin and satin de Lyon, cut walking lenyth, with 
hat to match, and solitaire diamonds at her ears 
and throat. The bridegroom wore his dark blue 
uniform, with red sash and epaulets, while his 
sword clanged at his heels. Juan N. Navarro, 
the Mexican Consul-General, and Mrs. Bart- 
lett Bradley, a_ sister of the bride, stood 
up with the couple. Mrs. Bradley quite strangely 
gave the bride away, and the Rev. David J. Ayers, 
the A:‘sistantRk e:tor, while the tones of the organ 
tilled the church, made them one. William H. Geb- 
hard and Dr. J. G. Adams were the witnesses, and 
before the spectators fairly knew it the couple had 
taken seats in their carriage and were driven off to 
their hotel. There were no presents and no recep- 
tion. The only ones present, triends of the pair, 
outside of those mentioned, were ex-Gov. Loomis, 
Gen. Whittlesey, H. A. Allen, Prof. H. Carter, T-. 
B. Bissert, W. K. Stevens, Dr. Augustine Arango, 
the bride’s physician; W. T. Hoyt, W.S. Hoyt, the 
Marquis and Marchioness of San Carlos de Pre- 
drosa, E. M. Munoz, the Mexican Chancellor; Mrs. 
G. H. Sherburne Hull and daughter, Miss Gussie; 
Rear-Admirai and Mrs. Walke, the Misses Walke, 
and Miss 8. Howell. A lunch was spread for a 
small company at the Park-Avenue Hotel, 
and at 3:30 the bride and groom left for 
Saratoga. Their intention was to proceed 
from thence to Niagara Falls and back to New- 
York, to remain until December, when they ex- 
pected to go to Cuba and Mexico and later to Eu- 
rope. When the couple left the Colonel was 
dressed in a traveling suit of pepper and salt, with 
astraw haton his head, while the Baroness wore 
a close-fitting dress of striped brown and 
cream satin, with a small black bonnet. 
Both are approaching 50. The Baroness’s blonde 
hair is streaked with gray. but her eye is bright 
and her complexion clear. The Colonel has a Bis- 
marckian face, which tells that he is a German. 
Some might call bis hair, which is short and in- 
clined to curl, carroty, but it certainly becomes 
bis compiexion, which is fair. The ends of his 
mustache are twisted and waxed like a French- 
man’s. He speaks Spanish like a native, as does 
also the Baroness. Very little is known of the 
Colonel. He came to this country as the bearer of 
dispatches from nis own Government and to see 
the United States. He is said to come of a good 
family. The friends of both will doubtless be sur- 
prised to learn of the wedding, as certaiuly neither 
fame to this country to marry. 

The Baroness still retained the diamonds and 
other gems in their original settings, given her by 
Ahe rick Don, and much of her estate near Havana.

CATTLE QUARANTINE STATIONS. 

The subject of establishing a quarantine at 
{this port for imported cattle was diseussed by 
‘Deputy Collector Barrett and Prof. Law, of the 
United States Cattle Commission, at the Custom- 
house, yesterday. TheCattle Commissivoners have 


devoted considerable time to the inspection of va- 
rious sites for the proposed quarantine, and they 
expect to decide upon a place very soon. The 
Government land at Sandy Hook is said to be very 
suitable for this purpose, and the Commissioners 
intend to submit a report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury containing their views on the different 
sites inspected. The feeling among the members 
of the commission and among cattle men gen- 
erally is very strongin favor of establishing cattle 
quarantines. It is said that there will be no delay 
in bringing this matter to a final settlement. The 
men interested inthe cattle trade in this City are 
very earnest in their demands that strict precau- 
tionary measures shall be taken against the bring- 
Ing of diseased cattle into this country. Cattle 
quarantine stations will undoubtedly soon be es- 
tablished, not only at this port, but at Boston, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore.

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WORKING MEN ON PARADE. 
—_——__o--—— , 
AN ORDERLY LABOR DEMONSTRATION-—TEN 
THOUSAND MEN IN LINE, 

Tbe parade of the working men yesterday, 
although not so large as its organizers had pre- 
dicted, was conducted in an orderly and pleasant 
manner. Those who rode or marched in the pro- 
cession were cheerful, and evidently highly grati- 
fied with the display. Nearly all were well clothed, 
and some wore attire of fashionable cut. The 
great majority smoked cigars, and all seemed bent 
upon having a good time at the picnic grounds. 
The originators of the labor demonstration, as the 
parade was spoken of, frankly admitted that the 
working men were determined to show their nu- 
merical strength in order to satisfy the politicians of 
this City that they must not betrified with. It 
was estimated that at least 20,000 persons would 
take part in the parade, and those figures were in- 
serted in the permit granted by the Police authori- 
ties. The leaders of the movement were satisfied, 
however, that fully 30,000 or 40,000 men would be 
in line. Considerable disappointment was there- 
fore expressed when it was discovered yesterday 
that the number did not exceed 10,000. It was de- 
termined by the Grand Marshal and his assistants 
that no person under the influence of liquor should 


take part in the procession, and the orderly ap- 
pearance of the men in line bore testimony to the 
fact that they demanded recognition as law-abid- 
ing, peaceable citizens. All along the route there 
were frequent cheers from the spectators on the 
sidewalks. Although the Police force was liberally 
represented, the officers were not at any time 
forced to exercise their authority. Many bands 
of musicians were employed by the working men. 
The extensive cigar manufactories and other 
establishments where skilled labor is required were 
closed for the day so that the employes might ap- 
pear in the parade. It was said that the absence 
of many members of the organizations was due to 
the fact that they preferred to enjoy the day in 
quiet excursions to Coney Island, Glen Island, and 
elsewhere. 

Grand Marshal William McCabe and Roger 
Burke, the Marshal of the First Division, had their 
head-quarters at No. 19 Centre-street, in the rooms 
of Typographical Union No. 6, and were hard at 
work at an early hour in making arrangements for 
the parade. ‘The First Division began to form in 
Mail-street and in front of the City Hall, and a 
strong force of Police officers under com- 
mand of Inspector Murray was in attendance, 
The first organization which presented itself 
was the Clothing Cutters’ Protective Union, 
numbering about 250 men, with Charles 
Miller at the head. Next was the Dress and Cloak 
Makers’, Union with a band of musicians. Mem- 
bers of Typographical Union No. 6, with President 
George McKay, tollowed, and bebind this organi- 
zation was the Advance Labor Union and Mat- 
makers’ Union No. 1, of New-York. The banners 
of Typographical Union No. 6 were plentiful, and 
among the mottoes were the following: ** Labor 
Built this Republic and Labor shall Rule it,” 
“Don’t Forget the Penal Code on Election Day,”’ 
*“No Land Monovoly,”’ “No Money Monopoly,” 
** Labor Pays All Taxes,” * Labor will be United.” 
The Advance Labor Union carried a banner with 
the startling motto, ** Pay No Rent.” Other mot- 
toes were: “The Government Must Issue All 
Money,” ‘Down with Convict Contract Labor,” 
**Close the Stores at 6 P. M..”. "The Laborer Must 
Receive and Enjoy the Full Fruit of His Labor,” 
‘The True Remedy is Organization and the Ballot.” 
The Newark jewelers arrived shortly after 10 oclock. 
They numbered about 500 men. All carried canes, 
and were escorted by the New-York Jewelers’ 
Union, which met them at the ferry. The brick- 
layers were the Police guard of the First Division. 
The Manufacturing Shoe-makers’ Union No. 1 had 
a siik banner with the inscription, *‘ No Convict 
Labor.’’ The printers marcbed like soldiers, and 
were frequently applauded. The Second Division 
formed near the Cooper Union, and was composed 
of organizations east of Broadway from Canal- 
street to the Harlem River. The Marsha! of this 
division was Joseph A. Lees. At 10:30 o’clock the 
Cigar-makers’ Progressive Union marched up the 
Bowery led by a military band. There were 1.500 
men in line, and they were commanded by Mar- 
shal Scheinkowitz. Banners were numerous, and 
among the inscriptions were the following: 
‘““Eight Hours for a Legal Day’s Work,” 
**Less Hours” and More Pay,” * Down 
with the Tenement-house and Truck System,” 
‘No Capitalists, No Generals, No Lawyers Can 
Represent Labor,” “ Don't Smoke Cigars without 
the Union Label,’’ “Less Work and More Pay,”’ 
“Smoke No Republican Jawbreakers and Demo- 
cratie Stinkers.". About 1,600 framers under Mar- 
shal John Rutter followed. A wagon containing a 
desk and other office furniture was at the head. 
In this wagon were the officers of the union. The 
wagon was draped with German mottoes. Ban- 
ners bore mottoes as follows: “ Workers, Band 
Together,” ‘*‘ Land, the Common Property of the 
Whole People,” “‘ Labor Creates All Wealth,” 
‘**Vote the Labor Ticket—Party Hacks to the 
Rear,” “ Agitate, Educate, Organize," ** Order for 
the Sake of Progress—-Progress for the Sake of 
Order.” Following were 700 cabinet-makers. 
Their mottoes were: ‘Down with Penal Code 
Legislators,”’ *‘ Eight Hours to Constitute a Day's 
Work,” ‘’Strike with the Ballot,” ** Workers, Band 
Together.’’ The Brick-layers’ Union No. 30 had a 
silk banner with the words, **To the Workers 
Should Belong the Wealth.” 

The Third Division, under Marshal M. M. Me- 
Grath. formed in Waverley-place. ‘he brick-layers 
were the first to put in an appearance. At the 
head of this body were two trucks, in which were 
improvised pieces of brick-work representing fire- 
places. The route of the procession was up Broad- 
way to Fourteenth-street, to Fourth-avenue, to 
Seventeenth-street, to Fifth-avenue, to Reservoir 
Park. The reviewing stand was the cottage on 
the plaza at Union Square. The procession was 
there reviewed by Mr. John Swi: ton, J. A. Beecher, 
of Newark; Henry Appleton, of Rhode Island, and 
many others. Nearly all of the organizations went 
to Elm Park, at Ninth-avenue and Ninety-second- 
street, after the parade, and enjoyed a picnic. 
Speeches were there delivered by prominent labor 
advocates.

THE ELIZABETHPORT AFFRAY. 
SS aes 
THE MEN WHO DID THE SHOOTING NOT YET 
DISCOVERED. 

The Elizabethport shooting affray continues 
to be the main topic of conversation among the 
Elizabethport people. The Police persist in declar- 
ing that the violence proceeded from the bar men 
on the barge, and that no act on the part of the 
excursionists provoked it. It is undeniable that 
some of the party, excited by liquor and rum, 
guarreled and fought, but these were sporadic 


demonstrations that had no connection with the 
fatal encounter with which the excursion ended. 
There are reports yet current that some 
of the more disorderly of the crowd, 
who had quarreled with the bar men, 
hurled bricks and stones and other missiles into the 
barges} as they were putting joff from the shore 
after landing the excursionists, but no one can be 
found to substantiate the story. Capt. Pfanders, 
of the Elizabeth Police, said to a Times reporter 
yesterday that as far as he could learn only two of 


the men on the barge fired pistols into the crowd. | 


These two it will be difficult to identify. It was 
dark, and only the flashes of the weapons and the 
report served to indicate the direction from which 
they were discharged. A disinclination to be 
mixed up in the affair keeps the mouths of many 
of the excursionists closed. Those who are 
known to have been on the excursion declare 
that they saw nothing that will aid the authorities 
in apprehending the guilty parties, while many 
who are believed to have been on the barges deny 
that they were there. Because of the difficulty of 
securing reliable witnesses Capt. Pfanders is not 
hopeful of bringing the offenders to justice. “It 
will be some time before more arrests are made,” 
he said. “if anymore are made atall. There is no 
use of arresting people who cannot be identified?” 
Coroner Strattemeyer has decided to postpone the 
inquest in the case of McKeon for two weeks, and 
no testimony will be taken until Monday, Sept. 18.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE DEALERS. 
Intelligent dealers in domestic fruits and 
vegetables have been for years of the opinion that. 
a proper understanding in the trade in regard to 
the buying and selling of their goods, the collec- 
tion of trustworthy statistics for general 


information, and, in short, a general or- 
ganization of those engaged in the __ busi- 
ness would be of advantage to the producer, 
the commission merchant or receiver, and the con- 
sumer. At present there is no system of grading 
fruit and vegetables which 1s generally received, 
every dealer having his own ideas about the mat- 
ter. It is true there is some difficulty in establish- 
ing grades of quality tor most fruits and vegetables 
which depend for their excellence upon their fresh- 
ness, but it is comparatively easy to grade such ar- 
ticles as apples, cranberries, potatoes, and the 
like. For this latter purpose and the general ben- 
efit of wholesale fruit and vegetable merchants In 
this City a meeting has been called for to morrow 
at 3 o’clock P, M. to consider the propriety of 
organizing the trade within the Mercantile Ex- 
change, corner of West and Reade streets. The 
call is issued by President James H. Seymour in re- 
sponse to the request of about 50 prominent fruit 
and vegetable dealers of this City.

THE FIRST DAY’S PRACTICE | 


THE BRITISH MARKSMEN MAKE AN 
EXCELLENT SHOWING. 
LEADING THE AMERICAN TEAM 95 POINTS 

—AN EVEN SCORE IN THE FIRST STAGE 

—THE RECORD OF THE DAY’S WORK. 

There were enough spectators at Creedmoor 
yesterday to have justified the Long Island Rail- 
road Company in running atrain from Queens to 
Creedmoor, but as it receiyes the same fare for 
carrying a passenger from this City to the station 
at Queens as that formerly demanded to Creed- 
moor, the passengers forthe latter station were 
compelled to leave the train at Queens and either 
walk to the range or employ a private conveyance, 
The British team had the satisfaction of seeing 
their 12 best men make the top score in the aggre- 
gate at all the ranges, beating their opponents by 
95 points. Sir Henry Halford withdrew from the 
contest after shooting over the first range. He 
said he was thoroughly at home with the match 
rifle, but he had 12 men who could shoot better 
than he could, and he did not see why he should 
gothrough the trouble of shooting. The British 
team shot in a variety of positions at the 
longer ranges, but they have not yet indi- 


vidually decided upon the positions they 
will finally adopt. The members of the team 
reached the range about 11 o’clock. They wore 
their military uniforms. Sir Henry Halford and 
the other commissioned officers of the British Vol- 
unteers, except Capt, Mellish, wore uniforms of 
dark blue cloth trimmed with black mohair braid. 
The officers of the United States Army wear simi- 
lar uniforms, and the officers of the National 
Guard of this State recently adopted uniforms of 
the same pattern. The non-commissioned officers 
and privates wore uniformsof various colors, the 
majority of them consisting of the traditional red 
coats. The trousers worn by both oflicers 
and men are of dark blue cloth with a 
scarlet welt extending along the outer seam. 
Corp. Caldwell wore a dark-gray uniform, and the 
upiform worn by Capt. Mellish was of a mouse- 
color. The entire team wore white canvas caps of 
naval pattern, with havelocks. The members car- 
ried their guns and their little valises of ammuni- 
tion in their hands, instead of conveying them 
from the cars to the range in children’s wagons, 
like the American team. The latter had just fin- 
ished its score at 200 yards when the British team 
assembled at the firing-points at that distance. 

“It’s a 10 o’clock wind ard puffy,” said Sir 
Henry Haltord, as the first man prepared to shoot. 
The team was divided into two squads, and as- 
signed to targets Nos. 5and 6. Private Goodear 
and Corp. Parry were the first pair called upon to 
shoot, and each made a “*centre”’ on the first shot. 
Major Pearse, towering above his comrades, made 
an,‘‘inner,” counting 8. This was the lowest 
scere made by any member ofthe British team in 
the opening shots. Lieut. Heap at once excited 
the admiration of the spectators. He opened with 
a“ centre,’’ made a second one, and then scored 
four ** bull’s-eyes” in succession. He is considered 
the best shot in the team, and has captured prizes 
valued at £2,500 in Wimbledon matches. Sir Henry 
Halford paid more attention to the shooting of the 
other members of the team than he did to his own 
record, and his score was considerably mottled. 
He began with a “centre,” followed itup with an 
‘‘inner.’’ and then made a “‘bull’s-eye.’’ Then he 
varied the monotony of the score by making an 
*outer,’”’ and he ended with a miss. He thought 
he could do better work for the team with less 
detriment to his own records by paying attention 
to them, and he retired for the day. 

The members of the American team were in 
good condition when the day's practice began, 
with the exception of Smith, who was troubled by 
a return of his old enemy, rheumatism. He 
opened with a bull’s-eye, and afterward confined 
his shots to the ‘“‘centre’’ boundaries. Paulding 
made a precisely similar score, and Pollard, whose 
score was of the same value, varied it by making 
his ‘‘inner’’ in the middle of the score. Col. How- 
ard led the team at 200 yards with the score of 32 
out of a possible 35 points. Atkinson made a 
clean string of “‘centres.” Lieut. Heap led the 
British scores with 32 points at 200 vards, and the 
first 12 men in each team “ tied’’ on the score of 343 
at the first range. When tne teams moved back 
to the 800 yards’ range the British team was 
squadded on the targets on the extreme rignt of 
the field. They resented the approach of specta- 
tors to their firing-points, andy Superintendent 
Brower stretched a rope at the rear of their mar- 
quees, beyond which no one was allowed to pass. 
The American team occupied targets on the left of 
the field, and were squadded in the customary 
manner. Their scores improved at that range, and 
they closed with a total of 356 points for the first 12 
men, against 334 scored by the leading 12 men in 
the British team. 

The British marksmen were closely watched at 
600 yards. This is the most difficult range encoun- 
tered by the American riflemen, and they were 
naturally solicitous about the experience of the 
British at that distance. Capt. Godsall closed with 
a“ miss’? at that range, and Capt. Mellish also 
missed the target once at the same dis- 
tance. ‘ Outers’’ and ‘inners’? were  plen- 
tiful with the transatlantic marksmen, and 
the total score mude by the leading 
12 men was 346, 7 points behind that made by 
the first 12 men in the American team. At 2 o’clock 
all hands stopped for luncheon, and a comparison 
of notes showed that the two teams had "ted" on 
the score of 1,037 points in the first stage of the 
competition. As the British team had not fired 
even a sighting shot before beginning their score, 
this feat was looked upon as being somewhat re- 
markable. 

When the two teams moved back to the firing- 
points at the beginning of the second stage, the 
wind was blowing stiffly from the rear of the tar 
gets toward the firing-points,in the faces of the 
marksmen. ‘The American team shot badly in con- 
sequence of the uncertain force of the breeze. 
Smith’s rheumatism bothered him to such an ex- 
tent that he began to fall off at 800 yards, and kept 
up a steady rate of retrogression to the end of the 
stage. Ward retired at the end of the first stage 
aud went home. Ogden found three * duck-eggs”’ 
in his score at 1,000 yards,and McNevin missed at 900 
yards, while Dolan * pulled up”’ and scored 33 out of 
a possible 35 points at the last range. Alder 
scored 2°" miss’’ and several *‘ inners’ at the longer 
range, and stopped with 24 to his credit. The first 
12 men in the American team scored only 909 
points, against 1,002 made by the British team, and 
in the grand total the leading 12 men in the British 
team scored 2,028 to the Americans, 1,933, making a 
difference of 95 points in favor of the British rifle- 
men. Following are the scores:

NEW-YORK STATE TO BE REPRESENTED AT 
THE NATIONAL CONVENTION, 

A meeting of domestic iron ore producers 
was held yesterday in the ofiice of Stephens & 
Merritt, No. 177 Broadway, to provide for a repre- 
sentation of the New-York State trade at the na- 
tional convention to be held in Cresson, Penn., on 
the 12th inst. The Hon. Smith M. Weed, of the 
Chateaugay Iron Mines, St. Lawrence County, pre- 
sided, and there were present John H. Cheever, 
of the Croton Iron Mines; William E. 
Rider, of the McCullom Mines; Arthur F. 
Went, of the Mahopac Mining Company; John F. 
Quarles, J. H. McCotter, of the Block Island Mag- 


netic Ore Company; Franklin H. Smith, President, 
and Kk. P. Merritt, Treasurer, of the Old Furnace 
Mining Company; J. Wesley Pullman, of the West 
Point Iron Company; Richard George, of the Ches- 
ter Iron Company; Edmund Canfield, of the Dick- 
erson Manufacturing Company; Isaac Hance, of 
the Coplay Iron Company; H. Clay Stephens, of 
the Dunderberg Iron Manufacturing Company; J 
B. Binsmade, of the Port Henry Iron Ore 
Company; Le Grand B. Cannon, of _ the 
Crown Point Iron Company; Silas H. 
Witherbee, of Witherbee, Sherman & Co.; 
Gen. John A. Schultz, of the Dutchess County Ore 
Beds; John. Webb. Jr., of the St. Lawrence County 
Ore Beds; A. W. Humphreys, of the Sterling Iron 
Ore Company, and several other representative 
iron ore producers of the State. Messre. Smith M. 
Weed, J. B. Binsmade, Le Grand B. Cannon, Silas 
H. Witherbee, John Webb, Jr., W. E. Rider, A. W. 
Humphreys, and Gen. John A. Schultz were ap- 
pointed a committee to attend the convention at 
Cresson, and were instructed to act independently 
trom the rest of the convention if it took steps 
which they considered not to be conducive tothe 
prosperity of the trade. The Hon. John F. Quarles 
was requested, by resolution, to accompany the 
delegation. 

In an informal discussion of the prospects of the 
domestic iron ore producers in competition with 
importers of foreign ore, Mr. Quarles said that in 
1880 he was commissioned by the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury to investigate the production of iron ore 
in Spain, as the department had an idea that Euro- 
pean importers made false representations of its 
value—the duty being ad valorem, He ascertained 
that the ore was produced very cheaply, as labor- 
ers’ wages were extraordinarily small, and that it 
was transported to this country in American graiu 
vessels, Which carried it for ballast on their return 
trips, for a mere song. As a result, Mr. Quaries 
said, a large grain crop here was invariably fol- 
lowed by a yvlut of iron ore. Mr. Weed said that a 
ton of domestic iron ore at the mines, which cost 
$175 to be produced, was protected by onty 50 
cents ad valorem duty on foreign ore, while a ton 
of pig-iron was protected from competition by a 
duty of $7 per ton on the imported product. The 
meeting was adjourned subject to the call of the 
committee.

20 FRET—LUCKY 


OF PASSENGERS. 


Car No. 3 of the cross-town line at Long 
Island City was being driven along Vernon-avenue 
witha load of eight passengers about 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and when it reached First- 
street, where the track of the New-York, Wood- 
haven and Rockaway Railroad crosses the avenue, 


it was struck by a locomotive just as the front 
wheels of the car had touched the rail- 
road track. The car was hurled to a distance 
of about 20 feet, where it fell on its side. 
The eight passengers were thrown in all directions, 
but no one was very seriously injured. Some of 
the passengers were women. Mrs. Margaret Har- 
vey, of No. 463 West Fifty-second-street, New- 
York, was injured about the head and breast, and 
Mary Connerton, of Greenpoint, received internal 
injuries, and wastaken to her home. Benjamin 
Hantz, of Long Island City, was badly burt about 
the head, shoulders, and left foot, and was obliged 
to go to bed. Henry L. Miller, a barber, of Long 
Island City, was wounded inthe foot and ankle, 
and had to gohome. ‘The car itself was badly 
wrecked, 

The New-York, Woodhaven and Rockaway Rail- 
road Company has no gates at Vernon-avenue, but 
employs a flagman, while the Long Island Rail- 
road, whose tracks cross the avenue within a few 
yards of the other road, has gates. The driver of 
the car, aman named Murphy, said that the flag- 
man Was not at his post, and consequently be did 
not suspect any danger. while the flagman de- 
clared that he was there and that the driver did 
not pay any attention to his signals. Mr. Hantz, in 
conversation with a Times reporter, corroborated 
the driver's statement. He said he was standing on 
the front platform alongside the driver. Whenthe 
car reached the track of the Long Island Railroad 
the gates were down and a train was passing. 
When the gates were raised the car crossed the 
tracks, and then proceeded toward the track of 
the New-York, Woodhaven and Rockaway Rail- 
road. There was no flagiman at that point, and no 
signal was displayed. Neither he nor the driver 
could see anyway up or down First-street. Just 
as the horse was stepping across the railroad track 
Mr. Hantz saw a gentleman, who was walking on 
the sidewalk, suddenly throw up his hands, and the 
next moment a locomotive coming out of the yard 
struck the carat the frort platform, and threw it 
clear into the street. When Mr. Hantz picked him- 
self up he found that the engine had stopped, but 
the engineer remained on the engine and offered 
no assistance to the wounded. He remained in his 
seat, smiling at them, apparently regarding the 
whole matter as a joke.

CHARGES AGAINST EMPLOYES OF THE BOARD 
OF HEALTH, 

The members of the Board of Health were 
engaged yesterday in investigating certain charges 
of corruption made by August Lorenz, one of the 
laborers employed in the disinfecting department, 
against Charles McKay, his foreman. Sanitary Su- 
perintendent Day, who had made a preliminary in- 
vestigation, said that Lorenz came to him about a 


week ago and informed him of corrupt practices 
and extortions practiced by McKay, and had given 
him the names of a number of persons who, it wasal- 
leged, had paid McKay money or given him presents. 
The only case in which auy foundation for the 
charges eould be obtained was that of Henry A. 
Munker, a junk-dealer, of No. 429 West Thirty- 
ninth-street. Lorenz stated that he had collected 
$1 from Munker at McKay’s direction, and had 
handed it over to McKay. Mr. Munker identified 
both McKay and Lorenz as having been at his place 
on the day in question. McKay made a great fuss 
about a number of bales of rags stored, and said 
that they would have to be removed and the place 
disinfected. He then went away, and Lorenz told 
him that he could avoid moving the rags by paying 
him $1 for the foreman and 2 cents for 
beer for the boys. He paid the money to Lorenz, 
and soon after McKay came to him and asked him 
what he had paid Lorenz, and Mr. Munker told 
him. Lotenz said that wien he paid the money over 
to McKay the latter swore and said the job was 
worth $10, said he was no good, and the next day 
had him transferred to another gang. It was not 
until this transfer was made that Lorenz informed 
against McKay. The latter denied that he had ever 
authorized or requested Lorenz to collect money 
for him or that he had ever received any money 
from him. He furthermore said that he learned 
that Lorenz had extorted money‘from Mr. Munker 
during his absence, and he therefore went to Mun- 
kee to make inquiries aboutit. Learning that the 
money had been received, he had Lorenz trans- 
ferred from his gang, and only refrained from hav- 
ing him discharged out of sympathy fer his family. 
As the appropriation for disinfecting purposes is 
exhausted, the entire force, including McKay and 
Lorenz, have been discharged. The testimony 
aken yesterday will be sent to the District At- 
torney for presentation to the Grand Jury.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE EMIGRATION 
BOARD AND SECRETARY FOLGER. 
The Commissioners of Emigration met at 
Castle Garden yesterday afternoon. The following 
agreement, signed by Secretary Folger, was sub- 


mitted to the board, which gave its President 
authority to sign it: 

“This agreement, made this. 2d day of September, 
1882, pursuant to an act of Congress entitled *An act 
to regulate immigration,’ approved Aug. 3, 1882, be- 
tween the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States, of the first and the Commissioners of 
Emigration of the State of New-York, the of the 
second part, witnesseth: That the party of the sec- 
ond part undertakes to examine into the condition of 
alien passengers arriving by vessel from a foreign port 
at the port of New-York; to ascertain who amo 
them are convicts, lunatics, or unable to take care 0: 
himself or herself without becoming a public charge, 
and report the same in writing to the Collector of the 
Port of New-York.The party of the second part will also 
receive ail alien immigran mgers at Castile Gar- 
den or such other suitable place as may from time to 
time be secured and under their control for landing 
of immigrants, and there provide such means for 
their accommodation as are now_ provided, including 
necessary interpreters, and shall provide atthe hos- 
pitals and other public buildings under the control of 
the party of the second part suitable accomodations 
for such alien immigrants as shall become sick, or in 
distress, or idiot, or lunatic, or a public charge, 
for a not exceeding five years from 
the time such immi t shall have arrived at 
the port of New-York. The party of the second 
aoe shall so far as possible keep a record of all alien 

mmigrants arriving at the port of New-York by ves- 
selfrom a foreign port and the place from whence 
they came. The party of the second part shall also 
carry out such regulations asthe party of the first 

art shall from time totime prescribe, pursuant to 
tow, sofarasthe same are applicable to the port of 
New-York. The party of the second part agrees to 
employ the necessary persons for carrying into effect 
this contract, and to render to the party of the first 
parton the ist of each monthasworn statement, 
with vouchers for all items, of the necessaryjexpenses 
of the preceding month incurred by the parties of the 
second part in executing this contract, whichjaccount, 
when audited, shall be paidon or before the 15th 
of the month, Itisthe ‘intent and meaning of this 
contract that neither party shall be bound to execute 
its provisions or incur any liability beyond the 
amount of money properly applicable thereto under 
the act recited.” 


This will secure to the Commissioners the funds 
which they require to carry on the institutions 
under their charge. A resolution was offered to 
appoint a watchman to look after the baggage 
which is landed at the Castle Garden depot. Com- 
missioner Ulrich proposed that each railway com- 
pany doing business in the Garden should appoint 
a watchman for the baggage, who should be under 
the control of the Commissioners.
